WASHINGTON, Feb. 12 (AP). — 
With the declaration that the time 
soon will come when the Nazis in 
France will learn from millions of 
“underground” Frenchmen, that 
the French people “are not all out 
of this war,” President Roosevelt 
turned over to the French Navy 
today a “speedy and dangerous 
American-made destroyer-escort.” 

Presentation of the vessel under 
the Lend-Lease Act took place at 
the Washington Navy Yard, scene 
of previous presentations of smal] 


warships to the Greeks, Ncvr- 
wegians and Dutch. 

V. Adm. Raymond A. Fenard, 
chief of the French naval mission 
in the United States, accepted the 
escort ship, the Senegalais, after 
Roosevelt expressed a ‘“‘good luck, 
Senegalais—and good hunting.” 

The President said the transfer 
emphasizes the determination of 
the United States and all United 
Nations to drive from the soil of 
France the Nazi invaders who to- 
day “swagger do.vn the Champs 
E) °s 


} all over the world.” 
French Need Friends, Says Fenard 

In accepting the ship for the 
French Navy, Adm, Fenard said 
France “knows how powerful have 
grown her allies and she now 
needs her friends. She looks to 
those of us more fortunate than 
herself who were able to escape 
from the Nazi web, to return side 
by side with you.and share the 
full weight of the struggle. 

“For France will never accept 
shame and can have nothing to 
do with pity. For such a goal the 
French sailors will be proud to 
fight from the Atlantic tg the 
Pacific with their American 
friends who so gallantly serve un- 
der your high command.” 


Adm. Fenard said France from 
within “has forged in despair and 
four long years of suffering a new 
ferocious energy,” adding: “From 
within and from without men and 
women continue to fight their 
oppressors without arms, without 
great battles, and without glory.” 

President Roosevelt's trip to the 
Navy Yard was his second motor 
ride of the day in a cold, wintry 
wind. At noon he drove from the 
White House to the nearby Lin- 
coln Memorial to pay annual hom- 
age to the Civil War President. 
He stood bareheaded during cere- 
faonies which included the laying 
6f a wreath of red roses at the 
foot of the huge Lincoln statue. 
He did not speak at the memorial.

American Officials, 
Trapped When France 
Fell, Will Return on 
Gripsholm. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 12 (AP).— 
American diplomatic officials and 
others who were trapped in 
France when the Germags swept 
over the formerly unoccupied area 
are to be returned home under an 
arrangement disclosed by the 


State Department tonight. 

They are be exchanged for 
some i. lar officials 
picked up in No Africa and 
Italy, members of France's for- 
mer diplomatic. staffs in this 
country and some nonofficial Ger- 
mans. Included with the return- 
ing American diplomats will be 
certain newspaper correspondents, 
relief workers and some South 
American officials, all of whom 
have been held in Germany since 
early 1943. 

The Swedish motorship Grips- 
holm is to be the medium of ex- 
change, to be carried out at Lis- 
bon, late this month. 

Text of Announcement. 

The State Department issued 
this announcement: 

“The United States Government 
has requested of all the belliger- 
ents safe conduct for the motor- 
ship Gripsholm to travel to Lisbon 
and return to effect the repatria- 
tion of the staff of the former 
American Embassy at Vichy and 
of the American consular offices 
in the former unoccupied zone of 
France, together with certain 
newspaper carrespondents, relief 
workers and officials of certain 
of the other American republics, 
all of whom since ‘early in 1943 
have been held in Germany. 

“The Gripsholm is expected to 
leave New York on or about Feb. 
15, 1944, reaching Lisben on or 
about Feb. 24. 

“On its voyage to Lisbon, the 
Gripsholm will carry certain Ger- 
man consular officials who came 
into the custody of the United 
States during the course of mili- 
tary operations in North Africa 
and Italy, members of the former 
French diplomatic and consular 
establishments in the United 
States who wish to return to con- 
tinental France, and certain non- 
official Germans whose repatria- 
tion has been pending since June, 


1942,” 
About 140 Americans. 

The State Department did not 
disclose how many persons or 
who will be involved in the ex- 
change. About 140 Americans, in- 
cluding S. Pinkney Tuck, charge 
d'affaires, were caught when the 
Germans completed their occupa- 
tion of France, For a time they 
were interned at Lourdes, France.

LONDON, Feb. 12 (AP).—The 
Soviet-sponsored Union of Polish 
Patriots already has organized A 
national council inside Poland, the 
Moscow radio disclosed tonight, 
adding a new climax to the open 
conflict between Russia and the 
present Polish Government-in- 
exile. 

The disclosure that the Union 
of Polish Patriots, organized in 
Moscow, had set. up operations in 


Poland followed an editorial in 
the Communist party newspaper, 
Pravda, attacking the Polish gov- 
ernment in London anew and im- 
plying that a government accept- 
able to the Soviets might be es- 
tablished in Poland, 

The Moscow broadcast said the 
council established by the Union 
of Polish Patriots included repre- 
sentatives of the Polish Fb. 
party, the Socialist Workers 
and “other democratic groupings,” 
but gave no details as to how or 
where the organization was ac- 
complished. 

“Consolidation of Elements.” 

The broadcast, made in Polish, 
added, “formation of the national 
council is a step toward the con- 
solidation of all national elements 
inside Poland in the face of the 
complete ruin and annihilation 
with which the Germans threaten 
the Polish nation.” 

The union is headed by Wanda 
Vassilevskaya, whose husband, 
Alexander Korneichuk, is the new 
Foreign Commissar of the Ukrain- 
ian Republic. 

Although the announcement con- 
tained no specific reference to 
the exiled government in London, 
which also has said it has a for- 
mal governmental structure op- 
erating inside Poland, the broad- 
cast obviously was one of the 
sharpest warning. yet that a 
framework is being erected which 
could possibly become a Polish 
government recognized by Russia.

NAZIS SAID TO HAVE KILLED 
20,000 IN HOLLAND SINCE 1940 


Germans Bleeding Country White 
to Build War Machine, Neth- 
erlands Agency Reports. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12 (AP).— 
The story of the thorough-going 
Nazi drive to bleed Holland white 
in order to bolster the German 
war machine was told today by 
wb Netherlands Information Serv- 
ce, 

Since the fall of The Nether- 
lands in 1940, it said, material and 
human wealth of the country has 
been drained consistently, leaving 
a tremendous job for relief and 
reconstruction authorities. 

Total executions from May, 1940, 
through December, 1948, were es- 
timated at 20,000 and it has been 
reported that 300,000 persons in 
Holland have gone into hiding 
from the Nazis. The food situa- 
tion has deteriorated to the. point 
where the official ration contains 
slightly over half the calories per 
day. of the normal prewar diet. 
There has beén a steady increase 
of disease and the death rate has 
gone from 8.6 in 1939 to 9.4 in 1942,

POPE TELLS GERMAN CATHOLICS 
TO SPURN ‘GODLESS DOCTRINES’ 


Future of Church in Reich De- 
pends on Resistance to ‘Perni- 
cious Doctrines,’ He Writes. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 12 (AP).— 
Pope Pius XII has written a let- 
ter to the Bishop of Mainz, Ger- 
many, expressing the wish that 
German Catholics “may remain 
immune in their thinking and in 
their actions from all the un- 
Christian and even simply godless 
doctrines which they are being 
solicited to embrace,” the Swiss 
newspaper Neue Zuercher Nach- 
richten said in an article reported 
today to the Office of War In- 
formation. 

“We have heard of shocking ex- 
amples of such solicitations, but 
also—and this consoles us — of 
their courage to stand by the 
faith,” the paper quoted the Pope 
as saying. 

“The future prosperity of the 
Catholic Church in Germany de- 
pends on whether your faithful, 


imminent as the Russians wheeled 
in through the heavy snow.

formed his long-time friend and 
adviser, Harry L. Hopkins, that 
Hopkins’ 18-year-old son, Stephen, 
had been killed in the fighting to

Hopkins was on his way south, 
to rest and to try to improve his 
health, when he received word of 
his son’s death, The son, a Marine 
who chose action in preference to 
service training in college, was 
buried at sea, 

He was the youngest of Hop- 
kins’ three sons by the first of 
three marriages. 

Mrs. Hopkins, who disclosed the 
President's action, said no further 
details of Stephen’s death were 
available. 

The President, Mrs. Hopkins 
said, sent her husband a “peauti- 
fully worded” telegram telling him 
of Stephen's death. She said the 
Chief Executive asserted that “we 
do not know the details, but we 
will be prouder of him when we 
do.” 

Hopkins has two other sons in 
the service, David, an officer on 
an aircraft carrier, and, Robert, 
serving with the Army in Italy. 
He also has a daughtér, Diana, 12, 
by a.second marriage. He married 
a third time in 1942, 

Mrs. Hopkins said that Stephen 
was graduated from the Hill 
School at Pottstown, Pa., last 
June, 

“The minute he got out,” she 
said, “he enlisted in the Marines. 
It was all Harry and I could do 
to keep him there until graduation 
day. 

“He wanted to see nothing but 
action. After two months of basic 
training at Parris Island, he had 
a chance for a V-12 training 
course in a line for which he was 
fitted, but Harry left it to him 
and he chose action.” 

That was only a few days before 
Hopkins left with President 
Roosevelt last November for the 
Allied war conferences at Cairo 
and Teheran, 

Only 10 days ago, Mrs. Hopkins 
said, word came through official 


channels that Stephen had reached

Hand-to-Hand Fight for Village 
In Anzio Beachhead Described 


U. S. Tanks Go Through Mined Underpass 
Under Fire to Give Support to 
-Infantrymen.

ITALY, Feb. 11 (Delayed).—Allied 
troops in hand-to-hand fighting 
were expelling the Germans today 
from a village in the bridgehead 
battle. (Other dispatches from the 
beachhead indicated that the vil- 
lage was Carroceto.) ' 

The village is a square cluster 
of red brick buildings on top of 
a slight rise of ground. At the 
base of the southeast slope is a 
scrub oak. patch, but elsewhere 
the approach is through open 
fields where any movement is im- 
ee exposed to the enemy 
view. 

Half a mile south of the town, 
running parallel to the Allied lines 
is the embankment of an aban- 
doned railway. A highway under- 
Pass through the embankment 
forms a bottleneck easily plugged 
guns, 

Through the bottleneck Lt. Col. 
Percy Perkins Jr. of Fiemington, 
Ga., tank commander, pushed a 
force of medium tanks under Capt, 
Wakeman 8. Wilson of Perth 
Amboy, N. J. 

The pass was mined, but four 
tanks got through and were able 
to give supporting fire to the in- 
fantry commanded by Capt. James 
H. Carpenter of Prescott, Ariz. 

Carpenter’s men advanced across 
the fields just south of the high- 
way. Allied guns put down a heavy 
barrage of phosphorus shells and 
a strong wind carried the white 


smoke into the town, giving per- 
fect concealment while the troops 
moved ahead somewhat before the 
Germans could bring fire to bear 
on their lines, : 

At the crest of the hill the Ger- 
mans had dug slit trenches. Ef- 


forts. to smoke them out had failed 


and automatic fire was so intense 


‘that Carpenter’s men had to pull 


up. To their right was another 
unit under Capt. Stewart R. Rob- 
bing of Akron, O. 

In support of Robbin’s men 
medium tanks made.a wide swing 
to the left and tried to approach 


the town, They had to withdraw. 


under direct fire. 

Shortly before noon the Allies 
tried again. 

From an observation post I 
watched American and _ British 
guns lay down a 15-minute barrage 
that smothered the hill with smoke 
shells and high explosive bursts. 
Then before the smoke lifted the 
German artillery began plastering 
the fields immediately north of the 
railway embankment, 

By 1 o'clock American troops 
were on the outskirts of the vil- 
lage. The shelling had thinned out 
German defenders and resistance 
was less strong. Our barrage 
leaped the village and came down 
on a barracks wherdé anti-tank 
guns and tanks were still hiding. 

The smoke cleared. I saw about 
40 Germans run from a building 
and jump into a trench, In a few 
minutes the trench was obliterated 
by direct hits from American guns. 

The village was partially taken, 
but on the left the Germans still 
held out on an important ridge.

ANKARA, Feb. 10 (Delayed) 
(AP).—Sudden suspension of 
month-long secret talks between 
the Turkish genera] staff and a

While this will not necessarily 
alter Turkey's policy toward the 
Allies and the war, I am con- 
vinced that the conferences 
bogged down purely on the ques- 
tion of the amount of military 
supplies necessary to equip Tur- 
omg for full-fledged military activ- 


ty. 

It undoubtedly was made clear 
that chances of Turkey entering 
the war would be reduced if the 
quantities of military supplies it 
desires are greatly lessened for any 
reason, for Turkish policy oper- 
ates from a strictly pro-Turkish, 
point of view. 

Not Given Battle Plans. . 

Neutral Turkey probably has 
not been told details of the Allied 
battle plans and therefore feels 
that any request that it enter the 
war is too much like an invitation 
to jump into a river without know- 
ing its depth. However, “disrup- 
tion” is not the word to use in 
connection with the staff-talk sus- 
pension. 

(A Cairo dispatch: said there 
were indications that Turkey had 
shown new reluctance to grant 
the Allies air bases, despite previ- 
ous favorable intimations. Allied 
military leaders who had been in 
Turkey were said to have re- 
turned to Cairo in silence, giving 
no signs that they had any new 
hope of fresh war aid from the 
Turks.

Probable Policy. 

T had a 60-minute informal talk 
thig afternoon with Turkish Pre- 
mier Sukru Saracoglu. He dis- 
cussed many points, but not the 
matter of the military conferences. 
After this interview, however, I 
am convinced of these two things: 
Turkey's policy is based on strong 
alliance with Britain and on a 
cautious attitude toward the war. 

I.also got these impressions: 

Turkey has no desire for terri- 
tory beyond its present borders. 

Turkey has watched with inter- 
est the Russian developments giv- 
ing a form of autonomy to the 
individual Soviet states, but any 
question of individual displomatic 
recognition of some of _ these 
states will be no problem for Tur- 
key, since similar diplomatic ex- 
changes Were made in the early 
’'208 when Soviet Russia and the 
Turkish republic alike were new 
nations. 

Turkey feels that Russia will 
avoid the pitfalls of the expan- 
sionist policies that have brought 
some other European powers to 
the brink of disaster, 

No Greek Problem. 

The leadership of Turkey also 
feels there will be no postwar 
problems with Greece which can- 
not be settled amicably. 

Turkey itself has no elaborate 
schemes for a Balkan federation 
under Turkish leadership, as it 
does not feel it will be strong 
enough toextend itsinfluence to 
that degree. On the other hand, 
if asked to co-operate in a Balkan 
stabilization plan, it would not 
avoid international obligations. 

It asks little of the postwar 
world except the right to continue 
building up the nation in a mod- 
ern mold. 3

FOR FINLAND GOES 
10 STOCKHOLM 


Speculation in Helsinki 
That Direct Contact 
With Moscow Will Be 


Sought Soon. 


STOCKHOLM, Feb. 12 (AP).— 
Dr. Juhu Kusti Paasikivi, Finnish 
statesman who negotiated the 
peace with Russia in March, 1940, 
and who is regarded as one of 
Finland’s best present possibilities 
to. deal with Moscow, ..rrived in 
Stockholm today. 

His: arrival lent added signifi- 
cance to increasing prospects that 
Finland may get out of the war 
soon, In 1940, Dr. Paasikivi came 
first to Stockholm and from here 
went secretly to Moscow to nego- 
tiate the peace. Later he served 
as Minister to the Kremlin on the 
Russian Government's insistence. 

Dr. Paasikivi insisted today he 
was on “private business.” In ex- 
cellent humor, he disclaimed that 
his trip had anything to do with 
politics. 

“T expect to stay as long as pos- 
sible,” he told the Associated 
Press, “but my trip is purely pri- 
vate. My wife and I planned the 
Stockholm visit ag long ago as last 
mone Though’ I have been a 
politician for 40 years I haven't 
had any connection with it since 
1941,” 

Helsinki dispatches said «he 
Finnish capital was buzzing with 
talk of peace and that there was 
a general feeling the Finnish 
Government soon would seek di- 
rect contact with Moscow. 

The Finnish press warned citi- 
zens to keep cool and wait to 
see what their Government was 
preparing to do. The Swedish 
press continued to play on the 
theme that the time has come for 
Finland to seek peace, regardless 
of what Germany desires. 

It was suggested here that the 
Finns might ask Moscow for 
terms, and that if they were ex- 
tremely severe the Government 
could proclaim to the world that 
it had asked for peace and 
couldn't get it. 

There were many hints, how- 
ever, that a genuine attempt to 
quit the war was in the making. 

The Finns are confronted by 
diplomatic pressure from the 
United States and renewed air at- 
tack by the Russians, who today 
declared in a Moscow dispatch 
that they were ready to strike 
concerted blows against every 
major port in Finland following 
their powerful raids on Helsinki 
and Kotka.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
THE SOUTHWEST PACIFIC, 
Feb. 18 (Sunday) (AP).—Allied 
airmen destroyed 43 Japanese 
planes in attacks on Rabaul, New 
Britain, and Kavieng, New Ire- 
land, the Allied command an- 
nounced today. 

Thirty-two of the planes were 
shot down over Rabaul, target of 
almost daily assaults by aircraft 
from Adm. William F. Halsey’s 
Solomon Islands bases. The Amer- 
icans lost four planes there, 

The attackers hit the Kavieng 
airdrome with 167 tons.of bombs, 
while 174 tons were dropped on 
the Vunakanau and Tobera air- 
dromes at Rabaul. 

Four Assaults on Rabaul. 

The Rabaul attack consisted of 
four assaults from just before 
dawn to midday Thursday. More 
than 250 fighters, torpedo and 
divebombers and Liberator heavy 
bombers were engaged, the sec- 
ond day in which this number of 
planes smashed at the enemy 
base. Aside from the 32 enemy 
planes shot down out of more than 
60 interceptors, one more was de- 
stroyed on the ground and 15 
more were probably destroyed in 
the air or on the ground. 


Liberators struck at Kavieng 
Friday, the planes coming from 
New Guinea bases. They were es- 
corted by Lightning fighters, but 
no enemy interceptors rose to 
battle, and all the Allied aircraft 
returned. Ten enemy planes were 
destroyed on the ground. 


Japanese positions and installa- 
tions on Bougainville and Choiseul 
Islands in the Solomons were 
worked over by Allied bombers 
and naval PT boats and de- 
stroyers. 

Allied planes attacking the 
northern coast of New Britain 
bombed a 1000-ton freighter and 
strafed. enemy camps. 

Bodies of Japanese Found. 

The communique said* that 
American Marine patrols at Bor- 
gen Bay, in the Cape Gloucester 
area in Northwestern New Brit- 
ain, had found many bodies of 
Japanese who apparently died of 
starvation and disease,

there duplicated that of the Aus- 
tralians in the Huon_ peninsula,

Allied Headquarters 
Statement Charges Ger- 
man Army Is in Papal 
Resort in Force.

‘though it belongs to the Vatican. 

| Allied soldiers and airmen have 
| been under strict instructions to 
‘avoid damaging church property, 
\particularly holdings of the Vati- 
can, which enjoy extraterritorial 
‘rights under the Rome concordat. 

| Today's statement, however, 
‘charged that the papal estate at 
Castel Gandolfo contained “a 
heavy saturation” of German 
forces and that “whenever vital 
enemy targets appear they will of 
necessity be bombed.” 

The headquarters statement ap- 
parently was based on the econ- 
tention that the Germans first vio- 
lated the estate’s neutrality by oc- 
cupying its extensive grounds, 
which are only 10 miles from the 
perimeter of the Anzio beachhead 
in an area bristling with German 
military traffic and supply lines. 

Allied headquarters has neither 
confirmed nor denied the Vatican 
radio statement that bombs fell 
on the estate Thursday, causing 
damage and casualties. It has an- 
nounced, however, that Allied 
heavy bombers attacked German 
military objectives in that general 
area that day. 

(The German Transocean agen- 
cy broadcast that 500 persons had 
been killed in an Allied bombing 
of Castel Gandolfo Thursday. The 
Vatican radio said the Pro 
College was hit, but indicated the 
papal palace itself was not and 
did not identify the bombers. The 
German radio Saturday said Pope 
Pius had “protested this new vio- 
lation of neutral territory,” but 
\the British Foreign Office said it 
had received no protest.) 

Castel Gandolfo, a papal holding 
since 1596, includes a village and 
extensive farm lands as well as 
the papal palace and other build- 
ings beside Lake Albano. The 
village normally has‘a population 
of about 2000. 

The palace usually is used by 
the Pope as a summer home, and 
the headquarters statement re 
ferred to it as his “summer farm.”

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 12.— 
Dwight Griswold, Governor of 
Nebraska, in a speech tonight at 
the Lincoln Day banquet of the 
Association of Missouri Repub- 
licans, laid down a program of 
national scope which he said was 
necessary of accomplishment if 
the Republicans were to win,the 
election this year. He spoke to 

- nearly 1000 Missouri Republicans 
who for days had given no thought 
to anything other than the petty 
political maneuvering of a horde 
of candidates for nomination for 
State offices. 

“Republicans can win in 1944,” 
he said, “by convincing the voters 
of three things: First, that a Re- 
publican victory will speed the 
winning of the war; second, that 
a Republican victory will insure 
full employment afterward; and 


third, that Republicans will whole- 
heartedly co-operate with other 
nations to prevent future wars. I 
am confident we can do this job. 

“One of the first things wé must 
tell the world is that a Repub- 
lican administration will retain 
Generals Marshall, Eisenhower, 
MacArthur, Admirals King, Nim- 
itz, Halsey and the rest of our 
battle commanders. 


On Individual Enterprise. 


“If our doctrine of individual en- 
terprise dies, it will be because} 
capital and labor did not have a 
decent chance to keep it alive, and 
I have concluded that there are 
persons in Governmental adminis- 
trative offices who today want it 
to die. The salvation of the Ameri- 
can system is contingent upon 
the ability of capital and labor 
to produce.

We can stop this 
silly, hamstringing regulation of 
the men who have get up and go 
enough to get ahead, We can in- 
vite money to come out of hiding 
and go to work, go to work cre- 
ating jobs. 

“Hope for profit is still the 
greatest stimulus to production 
and we must not blackout that 
hope. 

“Not Fighting for WPA.” 

“You can’t make me believe that 
our young men are fighting their 
hearts out on the battlefronts for 
good old WPA. They are fight-

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BANK TO PAY WORKERS 
IN MILITARY SERVICE 


Checks to Be a Percentage of 
Wage Based on Length of 
Employment. 


Establishment of a wartime 
compensation plan for all em- 
ployes serving in the armed forces 
Was announced yesterday by the 
Board of Directors of the Security 
National Bank, 312 North Eighth 
street. 

The plan, which has a retroac- 
tive clause, will go into effect im- 
mediately and checks will be 
mailed tomorrow to the 10 bank’ 
employes who now are in military 
service, Norman R. Dutson, vice- 
president and cashier, told the 
Post-Dispatch. : 

The amount of each individual's 
monthly check will be determined 
by his years of service at the bank 
and his salary at the time of his 
induction. Dutson said it had 
been decided to pay each of the 
men 2% per cent of one month’s 
salary for each year of employ- 
ment at the bank. 

“For example,” he explained, “a 
man who had been with us 10 
years and who was earning $200 
a month would get a $50 check 
each month so long as he is in 
uniform. One of our men now in 
military service will get $170 a 
month under this plan. Another 
who had only been with us a year 
and who was earning a small sal- 
ary will get only $5.” 

He added that one employe, who 
had been in military service two 
years and seven months, will re- 
ceive a lump sum retroactive pay- 
ment of $540. 

The plan was developed by Dut- 
son. “We should have thought of 
it long ago,” he explained, “but 
our first men to go were young 
and unmarried. It was when 
some of our married men began to 
be called that we realized that 
some steps should be taken to 
provide in some measure for their 
wives and children. We believed 
that this plan, as a supplement 
to the regular military allowance 
to dependents, would provide fair- 
ly well for the families of our 
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Japan Ignores Red Cross Plan 
To Aid U. S. Prisoners It Holds 


Fails Even to Answer Proposal Made a Year 
Ago to Turn Over Loaded Ships iri 
Mid-Pacific or Elsewhere. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 12 (AP).— 
The American Red Cross offered 
a year ago to turn over to the 
Japanese in the mid-Pacific or 
elsewhere ships loaded with sup- 
plies for Americans in the en- 
emy’s hands, but Tokyo did not 
even reply. 

The Red Cross disclosed the of- 
fer in a summary today of its 
futile efforts to send relief to 
American prisoners of war, All 


that the enemy has permitted to 
go through are two comparatively 
small shipments on the diplomatic 
exchange ship Gripsholm, deliv- 
ered in August, 1942, and Novem- 
ber, 1943. 

Giving details of recent disclo- 
sures that relief supplies are wait- 
ing in Siberia for Japan to agree 
to distribute them, the Red Cross 
said the Japanese themselves sug- 
gested this channel in April, 1943, 
saying they “would consider ac- 
cepting supplies sent by Soviet 
ships from a West Coast port to 
Vladivostok.” The -Soviet Govern- 
ment agreed in August to carry 
1500 tons a month, but as yet the 
Japanese have not made a pro- 
posal for their distribution. 

“Further steps to obtain a so- 
lution of this problem are receiv- 
ing continuous consideration,” the 
Red Cross said. 

Emphasizing that it “has spared 
and will continue to spare no ef- 
fort” to secure Japanese compli- 
ance with the Geneva convention 
concerning treatment of prisoners 
ang to establish a regular route 
for. shipment of supplies, the Red 
Cross said its efforts to send a 
relief ship began in the first 
month of the war. 

It chartered and loaded the 
Kanangoora, a Swedish ship 
berthed in San Francisco, in the 
summer of 1942, but was forced 
to cancel the charter when the 


Japanese refused safe conduct. 
The account continued: 

“It was suggested in turn (1) 
that a neutral port be selected to 
which a neutral ship might carry 
relief supplies from the United 
States, the supplies to be picked 
up at this neutral port by Japa- 
nese ships; (2) that the American 
Red Cross turn over to the Japa- 
nese a fully loaded ship in mid- 
Pacific, or at any other point ac- 
ceptable to the Japanese; (3) that 
supplies be flown from the United 
States ta a neutral] point for re- 


lay to Japan; (4) that, if the nec- 
essary arrangements could be 
made with the Russian Govern- 
ment, supplies be shipped on Rus- 
sian vessels to Viadivostok and 
thence trans-shipped to Japanese- 
controlled territory. 

“The most far-reaching proposal 
was made in February, 1943, when 
the American Red Cross, with the 
approval of the United States Gov- 
ernment, offered to furnish to the 
Japanese Red Cross a ship to 
carry relief supplies to the Far 
East. The proposal then made was

We were alone now and had. to 
make a new run. 

“Zeros pounced on us from all 
sides. There was plenty going on. 
In addition, one of our planes 
was heavily hit by flak and had 
to drop out of formation. The 
Zeros began to concentrate on it, 
#0 all the planes in our squadron 
dropped back to protect it. When 
it was all over, our squadron had 
shot down 27 Zeros and got the 
damaged plane back safely with 
us 7?

UNLESS BOTTLES 
_ ARE RETURNED 


Beverage Makers Get Only 
65 Pct. of 1942 Purchases 
Due to War Needs. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 12 (AP). 
—There’s a long, dry spell ahead 
for the thirsty unless beverage 
bottles are returned promptly for 
re-use, the War Production Board 
reported today. 

Currently bottlers can buy only 


65 per cent of their 1942 bottle 
purchases, E. V. Tomiska, director 
of the WPB containers division, 


said, and this allotment cannot be 
increased, as United States glass 
makers are already at 100 per cent 
capacity on war orders. 


The Army Quartermaster Corps 
reported that 152 million carbo- 
nated beverage bottles will be 
shipped «overseas this year for 
troop use, further depleting sup- 
plies for civilians. 

Frank J. Hynes, in charge of 
the WPB container re-use pro- 
gram, said milk, carbonated bev- 
erage and beer bottles should be 
turned in at once, if bottlers are 
to maintain normal distribution, 
Only “quick turnover” of bottles 
can assure normal supplies of 
beverages, Hynes said,

Most of the baseball world con- 
eedes that the veteran Bob is far 
ahead of the pack in the matter 
of handling young players and 
bringing them up to date in the 
game.

) Asked President 
Only for News for 
Fans, Spink Says |

J. G. Taylor Spink, publisher of 
The Sporting News, said yesterday 
he was speaking only for himself, 
on a matter of news for his week- 
ly sports paper, when he wrote to 
President Roosevelt recently ask- 
ing for an expression on the status 
of baseball in the war effort.

Boy Scouts in metropolitan St.

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Chicago, Hotbed of Isolationism, 
Cools to the Issue Except for 
Shouting of the ‘Lunatic Fringe’ 


Middle West Melting Pot of Unfused Ele- 
ments Still Provides Audiences for Proph- 
ets.of ‘Nationalism’ and Other Seekers of 
Limelight, but They Are in Minority.

CHICAGO, Feb. 12. 


HE clamor of thousands of isolationists who in pre-Pearl Har- 
bor days contributed to the reputation of this polyglot metropolis 
as the “national capital of isolationism” has been reduced to 


the shouts of a 


“lunatic fringe” in a handful of organizations with 


resounding titles but meager accomplishments. 


The Chicago Tribune, which for 
generations has blanketed this 
city, unperturbed by those who 
disagree with it, but keep on read- 
ing it, remains the big bass drum 
of “natidnalism.” The others who 
now call themselves “nationalists” 
play second fiddle. They furnish 
a pipsqueak and at times dis- 
cordant accompaniment to the 
anti-New Deal, anti-British, anti- 
Communist fulminations of Col. 
Robert R. McCormick, Tribune 
publisher, who now has taken the 
stump to expound his brand of 
and express de- 
termination there should be “no 
European or Asiatic interference” 
in this country. 


Ever a Fertile Field. 


Crossroads of the Middle West 
and melting pot for scores of 
nationalities who haven't always 
fused, Chicago has ever been a 
fertile field for.turbulent pres- 
sure groups and peddlers of hate. 
Politicians have capitalized on 
this situation, playing one faction 
against another. Only two decades 
ago William Hale (Big Bill) 
Thompson campaigned for Mayor 
with the slogan “punch King 
George in the snoot.” Today cries 
of “British imperialism” and the 
“insidious influence’~ of Rhodes 
scholars still find audiences. 

The German American Bund, 
now defunct, originated here. 
German societies played a potent 
part in municipal politics, The 
American First Committee, a rally- 
ing gcint for thousands of sin- 
cere gon-interventionists, and a 
forum for Charles A. Lindbergh 
was organized here. It died after 
Pearl Harbor. 

Smaller “nationalist” organiza- 
#%ns still carry on, They are focal 
points for wartime disaffection, 
but the crackpot nature of most 
of their audiences and some of 
their leaders renders them rela- 
tively ineffective. Potentialities 
for an American brand of Fascism 
undoubtedly remain, but their 
manifestations are currently under 
control. 


Subversives Under Cover. 


Active subversive agencies were 
forced to disband or run to cover 
by a Federal grand jury which in- 
vestigated 54 organizations and 
heard 242 witnesses in the sum- 
mer and fall of 1942, Only a few 
indictments were returned but its 
activities, covering this. entire 
area, had a salutary effect. The 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
currently is carrying on where the 
grand jury left off. 

One of those indicted, Elmer 
Hartzel, distributor of an allegedly 
subversive bulletin containing at- 
tacks on Jews and the Roosevelt 
administration, will be the subject 
of the first sedition case to be 
heard by the United States Su- 
preme Court since the outbreak of 
this war. Evidence developed 
here was forwarded to Washing- 
ton where it was used to bring 
about indictments of 30 persons on 


charges of conspiring to break ‘the} 


morale of America’s armed forces. 
Defendants include Mrs, Eliza- 
beth Dilling, titian-haired, much- 
publicized author of “The Red Net- 
work,” who still runs a “Patriotic 
Research Bureau” here and occa- 
sionally lends spice to isolationist 
meetings. Her divorce court an- 
tics and the extreme nature of 
some of her writings have pre- 
vented her from being taken seri- 
ously by dispassionate observers. 
Under indictment: also is Joseph 
E. McWilliams, former head of the 
Jew-baiting “Christian Mobilizers” 
of Manhattan, who promoted a 
short-lived scheme here recently to 
mobilize a postwar organization of 
He, tee block of organized, mili- 
ly trained and vigorous men, 
cohesive and unbeatable.” As bait, 
he advocated a plan which called 
for a mustering-out bonus of $7600 
in Government bonds for each 
service man.

But there are others who seek 
the limelight. Chief among them 
are William J. Grace, pudgy attor- 
ney, and Earl Southard, a stalwart 
former IHinois Commander of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars. South- 
ard was suspended from office for 
“disloyalty” because of some of his 
isolationist activities but rein- 
stated with a reprimand: As a 
captain overseas in the first World 
War he was wounded six times 
and fought in 17 engagements. 


‘Citizens’ U. S. A. Committee.’ 


These two, both consistent iso-. 
lationists, run the “Citizens’ U. 8S 
A. Committee.” To all intents and 
purposes they are the committee. 
It is the principal organization of 
the current isolationist movement 
here with a claimed mailing list of 
16,000, Supported avowedly by the 
“nickels and dimes” of donors, it 
is a continuation of the Citizens’ 
Keep America Out of the War 
Committee, which changed its 
name after Pearl Harbor. 


The “Citizens’ Committee” shares 
speakers with other “nationalist” 
organizations, distributes anti- 
British, anti-New Deal,  anti- 
Willkie, anti-Communist literature 
and holds weekly meetings with 
audiences forming a cross-section 
of lesser groups from the fanati- 
cally pacifist “We, the Mothers, 
Mobilize for America, Inc.,” to the 
“Institute of American Econom- 
ics.” 


The “institute,” which professes 
to be a monetary reforni study 
group with 200 “contributing mem- 
bers,” has sponsored such speak- 
ers as United States Senator Bur- 
ton K. Wheeler and Congressman 
Clare E, Hoffman of Michigan. 
Its executive director is Ralph F. 
Keeling, who formerly was con- 
nected with a forerunner called 
the Midwest Monetary Federation 
which employed McWilliams as an 
instructor in public speaking. 
Maximilian J. St. George, attorney 
for McWilliams, is vice-president 
of the new “institute” which he 
told the writer sought monetary 
changes partly as a basis for do- 
ing business with Germany after 
the war. 


Affiliates on Fringes. 


Affiliates of other minor groups, 
such as the “Constitutiona] Ameri- 
cans” and the “Women’s League 
for Political Education,” an. off- 
shoot of “We, The Mothers” move 
on the fringes of the “Citizens’ 
Committee.” New groups bob up 
from time to time, some formed 
by organizers looking for meal 
tickets. But the old familiar faces

report shows, “has built up and successfully 
operates a method of regimenting business 
which in scope and intensity is such as the 
world has never seen.” 

The study was written by Dr. Ludwig 
Hamburger, a native of Berlin, who was able 


1933 to 1940, as a professor at the Univer- 


isity of Zurich. His present study is a com- 


panion piece to an earlier survey he made, 
“How Nazi Germany Has Mobilized 
Controlled Labor.” His second pamphlet may 
be taken as a warning, sober and fully. docu- 
mented, to any interests in the United States 
which may have been led to incline toward 
the totalitarian philosophy. 

That such an admonition may be. timely 
is indicated by a passage from a recent 
address which was delivered before the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers by 
Charles E. Wilson, former president of Gen- 
eral Electric and executive vice-chairman 
of the War Production Board. In this 
stronghold of industrial conservatism, Wil- 
son had the courage to utter the following 
message: 

“TI tell you frankly that I am deeply 
alarmed today over the possibility that a 
right-wing reaction may draw some sections 
of capital so far away from our traditions 
as to imperil the entire structure of Ameri- 
ean life as we know it.” - 

Though National Socialism has repre- 
sented itself as the protector of the German 
business community and the interests of in- 
vestors, the report declares “it has progres- 
sively narrowed the area in which business 
can make its own decisions, Without as- 
suming the burden of actual ownership and 
operation, the (Reich) government has so 
curbed and directed the conduct of business 
that the men in charge of private enterprise 
are deprived of all real freedom of action. 


Professedly Conservative, 
But Actually Revolutionary. 


“The position of the business man as 
owner and manager of property has osten- 
sibly been upheld, But under the extreme 


itself in a position not essentially different 
from what it would be if the Nazis had com- 
mandeered and nationalized it.” 

The Nazis have kept the business man on 
the job, it is stated, and the old civil, com- 
mercial and industrial codes are still on the 
statute books. 

“It was possible for them (the Nazis) to 
pay lip service to private ownership as a 
pillar and cornerstone of society, while in 
fact they were reducing it to a meaningless 
legal concept,” the report explains. ‘In a 
world haunted by fear of Communism, they 
were professedly. conservative: The~- Nazi 
regime has borrowed from andsrevitalized 
the most important methods of control found 
in the annals of history. It has gone far 
beyond every one of them. It has created 
something new. Actually, it has accom- 
plished a revolution.”’

Revolutionized; Fixed 


HE whole concept of profits has 
been revolutionized by the Nazis; 
profits have ceased to represent 
the margin between attainable market 
price and the business man’s estimate 
of his costs, says the Brookings Insti- 
tution report on business under Hitler. 
Instead, profits have become a more 
or less rigid percentage added to costs 
as construed by the government in 
order to ascertain the ‘final price that 
may be charged, Comprehensive leg- 
islation enacted in 1941 was designed 
to reduce prices to a point at which 
excess profits would completely dis- 
appear. : 

In lieu of government subsidies to 
business, it has been the Nazi policy 
to compel business to subsidize busi- 
ness by means of levies on selected 
groups or classes: of enterprise. In 
the early days, nonexporting indus- 
tries were compelled to pay bounties 
to exporting -.firms which could not 
otherwise operate in the world market. 
Later, producers of milk for consump- 
tion paid levies to milk processors, 
and sugar refineries, breweries and 
wheat flour mills had to compensate 
rye flour mills, Active businesses 
have been compelled to make ‘pay- 
ments to firms that were inactive or 
working at low percentages of capac- 
ity. These exactions are not recover- 
able through higher prices. Their 
effect is to reduce net profits, 
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frain from nationalizing ingustry and busi- 
nese? 

According to the author, one of the chief 
reasons was international. The Nagis had 
advertised themselves as a rampart against 
Communism, not only in Germany but 
throughout the world. “If they had taken 
the radical approach,” the Brookings re- 
port says, “they would have disappointed 
their numerous friends abroad. Specifically, 
they would have alienated the sympathies of 
influential circles in various countries, whose 
attitudes and actions were to be so largely 
responsible for the long series of Nazi 
diplomatic successes, Such a course would 
have nipped appeasement in the bud.” 

Scattered through the report are instances 
of what has happened to business under the 
Nazi regime and would presumably happen 
under authoritarian control anywhere. 
Brought as nearly up to date as the summer 
of 1943, the following are some of the more 
illuminating examples: 

The Reichs Chamber of Culture—embrac- 
ing authorship, journalism, the theater, 
music, painting, the plastic arts, motion pic- 
tures and broadcasting—requires that mem- 
‘bership must be applied for, and may be 
rejected, with the result that the applicant 
is precluded from exercising his trade or 
vocation. Thus there is in Nazi Germany a 
closed shop for business as well as labor. 


Conscription Applies 
to Everyone, 100 Per Cent. 


The Nazi regime not only freezes the 
worker to his machine and the farmer to the 
soil, but ties the landlord to his estate and 
the industrialist to his desk. 

Under Nazi law, conscription applies to 
management as well as labor. A business 
man refusing to work would be drafted im- 
mediately and presumably would be put 
back on his former job. * He cannot retire 
to enjoy life or cultivate an avocation; 
neither is it possible for him to sell out 
because business is unprofitable or to cease 
operations because he is fed up with gov- 
ernment regulations. 

The Nazi government does not appeal to 
the public to buy war bonds or employ bank- 
ing syndicates to underwrite loan issues. 
It simply estimates the volume of liquid 


funds available, issues bonds in proportion 


and allots them to business, which is com- 
pelled to buy. Little more is required than 
a few telephone calls and letters. The. proc- 
ess is known as ‘‘noiseless” financing. 

To this, “‘costless’” financing recently has 
been added. After war began, it grew 4iffi- 
cult for many German firms to replace in- 
ventories and machinery, with the result 
that they became abnormally liquid. As a 
hedge against inflation, surplus funds tended 
to find their way into common stocks. Such 
holdings were first registered and then or- 
dered to be surrendered to the Reichsbank 
in return for non-interest bearing treasury 
bonds, which were retained by the Reichs- 
bank as trustee for the owner and_ blocked 
for the duration. This mandatory and

But Prices Are Controlled.

The explana- 
tion is found in rigid ¢ontrol of prices and 
of the maximum quantity of goods and serv- 
ices that each individual can purchase. 
Without a permit, money is powerless to 
buy. Demand has been disarmed. 


The growth of private enterprise in Ger- 
many has been enormous, both in the devel- 
opment of new industries and the expansion 
of existing ones, These activities are owned 
and operated by business men. The Nazis 
actually returned substantial portions of 
state-held property to private possession. 
Banking, virtually nationalized by the Weli- 
mar Republic, was denationalized by Hitler. 

The one great exception. is the Hermann 
Goering Iron Works, which are largely 
owned and are wholly operated by the gov- 
ernment, This ‘corporation is a personal 
monument to Goering—a fief, a business 
principality, an industrial dukedom for. the 
first vassal of the ruler of the Third Reich. 

It took the Nazis more than three years 
of steadily expanding controls to achieve 
what may be called an economic high com- 
mand. Over-all co-ordination was accom- 
plished in 1936 with the appointment of 
Goering as dictator of the German economy. 
One of its manifestations was a system of 
licensing under which a business man could 
be forbidden to enter or expand a given 
undertaking, or compelled to enter a field 
even when he desired to keep out, 

Compulsory engagement in various enter- 
prises could be monetary, as in the case of 
exactions of capital jevied on the iron indus- 
try to finance the Goering Works. In addi- 
tion, corporations were frequently required 
to establish and operate new enterprises. 

For example, lignite producers were com- 
pelled to finance, establish and operate 
plants for making synthetic gasoline and oil. 
The Ruhr coal mines were forced to pro- 
duce gasoline and oil for Diesel engines 
from bituminous coal. The textile industry 
was compelled to produce staple wool, the 
paper industry to manufacture cellulose and 
the processors of vegetable oil to build up 
a whaling fleet. 


Embargo on Flotation 
Of Private Securities. 


From the start the Nazis controlled the 
flow of liquid capital, chiefly by means of 
an embargo on the flotation of private se- 
curities. The purpose was to withhold 
investment from consumers’ goods and 
earmark the bulk of available capital for 
armament and war. , Thus a monopolistic 
market for government bonds was auto- 
matically created. As early as 1935 two- 
thirds of all investments were under govern- 
ment control, -which has long since become 
all inclusive.

In ‘Where Is Money 


Coming From?’ Eco- 


nomist Argues for Federal Support of Fi- 
nancial Structure to Give Employment for 
Able-Bodied and Security for Others.

C 


AN the United States, within the framework of its traditional 
economic patterns, when the war ends, provide jobs for all per- 
sons able to work and social security for others? 


Yes, says 


Stuart Chase, in his third report to the Twentieth Century Fund. 


In two previous reports of the 
series, which is called, “When the 
War Ends,” Chase explored basic 
trends of American economy and 
made some positive recommenda- 
tions for postwar America. The 
present monograph, “Where's the 
Money Coming From?” considers 
how the financial system might 
be used to support jobs and social 
security, 

To begin with, asserts Chase, 
old attitudes toward money and 
budgets must be rejected. The old 
yardsticks would forbid budgets 
of a size necessary to swing 80 
vast a program; but war experi- 
ence, he adds, is showing that 
“things which are physically pos- 
sible are (also) financially pos- 
sible.” 

Total war “is shaking our insti- 
tutions to their foundations .. . 
Money !s slave, not master now; 
the lack of it does not halt the 
production of a single bomber,” 

His obvious inference is that we 
must continue to regard money as 
a servant; the financial system 
has proved that it can support a 
monster productivity for war, 80 
why can it not do the same thing 
for peace? 


Fear of Debt Unfounded. 


Chase contends that fear of a 
large national debt created by 
spending is unfounded because 
without debt, there would be 
neither banks nor investments— 
debts are only created by some- 
one else’s investment, 

Elaboration of this point leads 
through the inextricability of 
debtor and creditor to a declara- 
tion that “capitalism can be de- 
fined as the profitable investment 


of capital—which means a debt! 


for somebody, unless the invest- 
ment is in corporation stocks, or 
one’s own business.” In the latter 
case, it becomes the debt of an 
inanimate entity. 


The national debt, Chase says, is 
an internal debt; consequently 
“the nation can hardly go bank- 
rupt.” <A large nation, Ne goes 
on, can go bankrupt only when it 
runs out of men and materials— 
the important elements in Chase’s 
economy. Money puts them to 
work and has value only inasmuch 
as it possesses this function. When 


too much money causes inflation, | 


he says, work stops and the value 
of money in terms of things it will 
buy decreases, This creates unem- 
ployment and depression; and in- 
stead of letting the economy con- 
tract, as tradition dictates, it be- 
comes time for the Government to 


call in the money through taxes) 


and use it to put men and mate- 
rials back to work, 

When the number of unem- 
ployed rises, Chase argues, the 
public financiers are doing a bad 
job. “When it is held to a mini- 
mum, they are doing a good one. 
They must be ready to spend, 
ready to tax, ready to stop spend- 
ing” as the count of unemployed 
varies, 


What Are the Prospects? 


At present the United States is 
in the spending period under im- 
perative pressure to get munitions 
and supplies to the fighting men; 
but, asks Chase, “What are the 
prospects for achieving stability 
and then genuine prosperity after 
the armistice?” 


The people will not spend after 


the war stops if they are afraid 


of what lies ahead. They will 
spend, he says, only when assured 
of some security and a peacetime 
job. This, he goes en, calls for 
precise planning. He suggests the 
following timing and release of 
present wartime governmental 
controls to act as brakes against 
economic chaos— 


Now: . 1, Plan for two periods 


of demobilization, one after the 


victory in Europe, the other after | housing, nutrition and education, 


| Fourth, 


victory in the Far East. Arrange 
for cancellation of war contracts, 


craft for peacetime use, This to 


begin at once. 

2. Publicize these plans, without 
promising too much. 

When war ends: 3% As war 
spending stops, initiate public 
works and social security to guar- 
antee all a minimum living stand- 
ard. Provide a dismissal wage for 
war workers, 

4. Keep war controls against In- 
flation, hold tax rates at a high 
level, 


5. Help business men to recon- 
vert their plants, allowing tax ex- 
emptions where possible. Give 
small plants a chance to buy Gov- 
ernment plants now operated by 
large corporations, 

6. Aim at full employment, 
tapering off public works as em- 
ployment increases, but keep so- 
cial security, 

Future objectives: 7. Extend so- 
cial security and promote higher 
living standards, Create a “com- 
pensatory economy.” 

8 When stability has Deen am 
sured, pay off some of the dead- 
wood debt, 


‘Compensatory Economy.’ 


It is the “compensatory econ- 
omy” which most interests Chase 
as a way to provide financing for 
a program of employment for em- 
ployables and security for others, 
Quoting a London Economist edi- 
torial, Chase reports: “The real 
discovery of wartime is not that 
finance in itself is humbug, but 
that finance is only a means to an 
end. The end is distribution of 
the nation’s income in such away 
as, on the one hand, to secure & 
maximum output of goods and 
services from resources. available, 
and, on the other hand, to insure 
a minimum of necessities for ev- 
ery individual and family in the 
community. 

“The role of finance,” the -edi- 
torial continues, “is merely to 
make certain, by its influence on 
the distribution of the national 
income between different claim- 
ants, that financial considerations 
are never an obstacle to programs 
which are physically possible.” 

The question “where’s the mon- 
ey coming from?” has one answer 
in the case of the individual and 
another in the case of individuals 
comprising the nation, Chase says 
One needs money to buy a new 
car, but if all the citizens want a 
new river development, the lack 
of money cannot stop them from 
obtaining it. As the nation has 
turned to making tanks and guna, 
so it can turn to make bridges 
and parks, 


Same Formula for Peace. 


Chase thinks the same formula 
can be followed in peacetime, but 
“the orders then, however, are for 
highways, schools, and Grand 
Coulees, or for food, shelter and 
clothing purchased by those who 
receive social security benefits.” 

Slack can be taken up by the 
citizens acting through govern- 
ment, but it must be taken up de- 
liberately and with forethought, 
Chase emphasizes. What this com- 
pensatory economy amounts to, he 
points out, is that business men 
“largely own and operate 
means of production,” but govern- 
ment underwrites full employment 
and social security “by its control 
of existing financial machinery.” 

The principles of the “compen- 
satory economy” are four. First, 
business men should carry the 
maximum possible load of produc- 
tion and distribution. Second, 
Federal, State and local govern- 
ment should fill in gaps in em- 
ployment by financing local proj- 
ects. Third, the Federal Govern- 
ment should insure national mini- 
mum standards by social security 
legislation and by public works 
and services in the fields of health, 


Government benefits 
should be extended to citizens ‘ ‘as

12 Days After Bari 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

From midnight, Feb. 10, the rule of the 
ex-Emperor of Ethiopia, ex-King of Al- 
_bania, ex-ruler of Croatia, ex-ruler of 
French, Slav and Greek provinces, 
now better known as the “Moronic Lit- 
the King,” has been extended from some 
four to more than 20 provinces Of Italy. 


This occurred 12 days after the Con- 
gress of Political Parties at Bari had 
requested the abdication of the King, 
and proclaimed the Congress itself as the 
sole true expression of the Italian peo- 
ple’s will and strength, asking for the 
formation of a representative govern- 
ment “to intensify to the utmost Italy's 
war effort.” 

This resolution was unanimously 
adopted by the representatives of the five 
parties, Liberal, Christian Democrats, 
Labor Democrats, Party of Action and 
Communists, which, with the possible 
exception of the King’s coterie, comprise 
a complete range of public opinion from 
the Communist, Dr. Reale, to the con- 
servative and monarchist philosopher, 
Benedetto Croce. 

Not one of these parties is represented 
in the King’s Cabinet, which under the 
Italian Constitution should be that of a 
parliamentary government, that of a 
country which recognizes in the people’s 
will the only source of sovereignty. At 
Bari, Croce stated: 

“To our friends we must tell the truth. 
. - « The King is not able to form a 
Cabinet, because the men of experience 
and respectability refuse to swear alle- 
giance to him and are afraid of his and 
his coterie’s tricks. . . . Authoritarian 
regimes, in whatever way they call 
themselves, and under whatever label 
they present themselves, do not preserve 
social order, as they make timid and 
thoughtless people believe, but impover- 
ishing the social forces and creating in- 
eptitude and indifference, they prepare 


weakness and disorders leading to revo- 


lutions.” 

In a blunt language which is not fre- 
quent in the mouth of a diplomat, Count 
Carlo Sforza, ex-Foreign Minister of 
democratic Italy, denounced King Victor 
Emmanuel “as a stupid, vile, abject 
criminal monarch” and his Government 
as “a putrid little corpse.” 

Why should the Allied Advisory Com- 
mission on Italian affairs choose to ex- 
tend the King’s prerogative at this very 
moment? PAUL B. RAVA.

HOLC: Not for Sale 


The wisdom of permitting the Home Owners’ 
Corporation to continue its liquidation in 

an orderly manner, instead of ordering a pell- 
mell sale as proposed last spring by Representa- 
tive Everett Dirksen of Illinois, is sharply shown 
in the special report on HOLC which Adminis- 
trator John H. Fahey recently made to Congress. 

The borrower who is not yet financially out of 
the woods benefits from the orderly liquidation. 
Mr. Fahey reports that “despite the faithful per- 
formance of HOLC borrowers as a whole, many 
have not yet paid off to the point where the aver- 
age lending institution would consider their loans 
as safe.” 

HOLC has 11,000 borrowers who have made no 
repayment on principal,’ though they have kept 
up with interest, and 27,000 others who have re- 
duced their debts by less than 10 per cent. 

“Of vital importance to HOLC borrowers who 
have not yet attajned financial stability,” Mr. 
Fahey observes, “is the fact that state laws pre- 
vent most private lending institutions from ex- 
tending them the leniency the HOLC can allow 
in case of further trouble. It can be taken al- 
most for granted that many foreclosures would 
result which can be averted through the HOLC.” 

The borrower who has reduced his loan to a 
small balance, or who lives in an isolated com- 
munity where there are only a few other HOLC 
loans, also is the beneficiary of the sound Jiquida- 
tion policy which the Government corporation is 
following. Two hundred and twenty thousand of 
‘the loans represent balances of less than $1000 
and there are fewer than 10 loans in every one 
of 14,000 of the 19,000 cities, towns and villages 
where HOLC does business. 

As Mr. Fahey points out, a great many of 
these loans “would not be attractive to lending 
institutions because of their small balances, ex- 
tended terms and scattered location in remote 
communities, which increases the cost of servic- 
ing.” If a commercial mortgage loan concern 


acquired these mortgages from HOLC, it would 


probably be ohly with the intention of closing 
them out as quickly as possible, regardless of 
the distress that would be suffered by the home- 
owner, 

The taxpayers of the nation also profit from 
the business-like liquidation procedure of HOLC, 
and would be the losers if Congress should ever 
yield to the demands of the mortgage-loan pres- 
sure group for the assets of the corporation te 
be put on the auction block. 

The Administrator's report makes it very clear 
that liquidation has been accomplished thus far 
at a net loss of only 2 per cent, and with the 
prospect of breaking even at the end of the op- 
eration, because HOLC has nursed sick loans 

along to convalescence, and because it has been 
able to offset earnings on good loans against 
losses on inferior loans. 

HOLC has liquidated 68 per cent of its 3%- 
billion-dollar investment in what it very prop- 
erly terms “an extraordinary adventure in lend- 
ing.” It expects to complete the liquidation and 
break even eight years hence. The only opposi- 
tion to going ahead with the application of good 
business practices to this governmental business 
operation comes from mortgage loan concerns 
that see a possibility of some quick, easy profit 
and are oblivious of the interests of the thou- 
sands of home-owners involved. 

Administrator Fahey says the views of these 
would-be profiteers of distress are not shared by 
the vast majority of bankers and éXecutives of 
savings and loan associations and insurance com- 
panies. “These officials,” he reports, “declare 
emphatically that they have no wish to partici- 
pate in any plan to purchase the HOLC’s good 
loans and leave the corporation with the slow 
accounts and the losses which the Government 
would have to absorb under such a transaction. 
They decline to campaign for profits for their 
institutions at the expense of taxpayers. Any 
forced liquidation of the HOLC certainly would 
have just that result.” 

The majority in Congress has taken the same 
attitude in beating back all the attempted raids 
on HOLC to date. Congress would be well ad- 
vised to remain on the alert against further at- 
tempts which—the predatory instinct being what 
it is—are not likely to be totally absent in the 
future.

It is safe to say that the commanders who 
led American and British forces ashore at Anzio 
and Nettuno entertained no illusions. If the first 
phase was easier than they expected, they still 
knew that the enemy had reserves not far away, 
and that his advantages of communications and 
transport were such that-he could speedily con- 
centrate his troops for battle, hindered only by 
such interference as our air forces might cause. 
One of the big gambles taken by the Allies was 
on the weather; rain and fog came to the en- 
emy’s aid. 

This battle, whatever its outcome, ng have a 


sobering effect on the American people. If the 
price is high, it serves as reminder that again 
and again there will be reverses and disappoint- 
ments, losses and sacrifices; that the road to 
victory is a hard one. 
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Time for Missouri to Act 
Missouri soldiers want to vote. They are prov- 
ing it every day as their applications for primary 
ballots flow into the office of the Secretary of 
State at Jefferson City. More than 3000 appli- 


cations have been received and they are coming 


in at the rate of 100 or more a day. 

This early interest, when it is more than five 
months until primary election day, presages a 
much greater interest in the general election to 
follow in November. It is evident that the re- 
quests of service men and women for ballots for 
that election will far exceed the 1750 asked for 
in the general election two years ago, of which 
only 500 were voted. 

There are many more men and women in the 
various branches of the services this year. This 
accounts only in part for the rising tide of bal- 
lot applications. What counts more heavily is 
that this is presidential election year, and Mis- 


sourians also are to elect a Governor, a United 


States Senator and State and local officials. 

The political interest of the members of the 
armed forces is at a high point, stimulated, no 
doubt, by their participation in a war in which 
the principles of democracy are at stake, and 
also by the prolonged debate in Congress on the 
proposals for a Federal ballot for the service per- 
sonnel, . 

If Missouri ballots can be placed, in ample 
time, in the hands of the service men and women, 
their voting rights will be protected regardless 
of what Congress does, The present limitation 
that ballots may not be sent out earlier than 30 
days before the election does not allow suf- 
ficient time for them to be returned from the far 
corners of the world. Extension of this Hmit 
to 45 days has been proposed and Gov. Donnell 
now ig considering calling a special session of 
the Legislature to act on this proposal. His 
early action is in order, 
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A Bond Goal Still Unattained 


St. Louis has passed its war bond quota, so far 
as total sales are concerned, and again takes its 
place among the first cities to reach the goal, 
This successful result came about, as the inten- 
sive campaign neared its close, because large in- 
dustrial and business firms came forward with 
substantial subscriptions. As to individual pur- 
chases, however, the goal ig still remote, for only 


a little more than half the expected number of — 


buyers has been recorded. 


This is an important phase of the campaign, 


barely second to the total sales quota. The pur- 
pose of bond campaigns is not only to raise funds 
for financing the war effort, but also to absorb 
the excess purchasing power that boom-time in- 
comes have put into individual hands. There has 
been much talk of forced savings, and the best 
argument against them is widespread sale of 
war bonds to many small] purchasers, 

We have met the quota in dollars and cents. 
The campaign will not be a full success, how- 
ever, until the goal for individual buyers is met. 
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Bricker-Brac 

Gov. Bricker said the other day that just any 
Republican can be elected President this year; 
and if he could somehow contrive to win the 
election, his point would be proved most beauti- 
fully. If the American people want just anybody 
for President, John W. Bricker is their man. 

The Ohio Governor may represent something 
less than the,best thought of his time, but there 
is one quality of the present era which he repre- 
sents four-square, 100 per cent and a yard wide, 
The quality in question is confusion, of which 
Gov. Bricker may legitimately be considered the 
prophet. It is no small achievement, then, that he 
already embodies a greater degree of contented 
confusion than Calvin Coolidge managed to at- 
tain after several years’ practice in the presi- 
dency.

As to the great issues with which the planet 


is ablaze—the winning of the war, the construc- 
tion of the peace, the maintenance of a wérld of 
nations in justice and order—Gov. Bricker’s posi- 
tion is, for @ change, clarity itself. His position 
is that he doesn’t knoy, or at any rate not yet, 
Perhaps he won't ever have to know.

| Trying to ex lain strikes and thrente of strikes, writer says employes 
tien 7 rying Pp pioy 


Francis Downing, Assistant Educational Director of the United Auto

As I write, the strike is over. In a sense, 
the railway workers were psychologically 
defeated, and did not strike at all. It 
seems clear that they never intended ac- 
tually to strike. Steel workers have obeyed 
their leaders and the surface of things is 
still, 

As I write, the confusion that lay at the 
bottom of the complexities of the real or 
putative strikes is worse confounded. 

If the threat of the railway workers to 
strike was worse than a blunder and near 
crime, where is the mind so delicate and 
just that can evenly distribute responsibil- 
ity? 

The surface of things is still. But the 
infection remains, and the brown stain 
spreads on the paralyzing limbs of our 
state. For the strikes were the symptoms 
of things. They were the signs of terror 
that live in the hearts of men who work. 


No Doubt as to Patriotism 


The strikes, or near-strikes, were en- 
gaged in by men who watch their Govern- 
ment with ambivalent eyes. Their patriot- 
ism and, in some cases, their political al- 
legiance to the President, are profound 
and beyond the need of words. 

But since it has got into words, I must 
observe that the question of patriotism is 
an improper question, and that it never 
should have been raised; that it is a shame- 
less and invidious approach, particularly 


since to question it is to create the divisive 


and evil character of the vital lie; that the 
workers. have sons and brothers in the 
war even as you and I, and they are more 
concerned with profit made from those 
soldiers than you or I. The workers are 
trying to get money to live. 

The workers are confused by the Gov- 
ernment’s indecision, by its growing patch- 
work of suddenly devised formulae, by its 
proliferation of contradictions, They are 
angry and sullen and can find no words 
to voice their sense of reluctant injustice, 
They are aware of a long since announced 
stabilization program from which emerge 
only the stability of wages and the insta- 
bility of prices and Government rulings. 
They have watched Government, like San- 
tayana’s fanatic, redouble its efforts when 
it has forgotten its aims. And they feel 
helpless to find unity amid the plurality 
of official contradiction. 


Big Profits, Rising Prices 


The railroad workers have seen the rail- 
roads accumulate enormous profits. They 
are aware that the railroads are lobbying 
to save their reserve funds from taxation. 
They are aware that the railroads are not 
using these reserve funds to retire their 
bonded indebtedness. 


The steel workers—all workers—have 
watched prices rise. They know that the 
food processors have been successful in 
their drive to keep prices up. This vic- 
tory is reflected in the things that work- 
ers buy. They have seen OPA in invidious 
and swift retreat before the canners and 
the grocers and the advertisers. 

The workers are aware of their record 
of production during the war, Yet they 
are aware, even from daily ‘knowledge in 
the shops, of deliberate restrictions put 
upon production by management. 


The steel] workers are aware that the 


steel industry has for years lived on re- 
stricted production d monopoly price. 
They know that, from the very beginning 
of the defense program, manufacturers of 
steel and aluminum, as well as of other 
vital products, refused to expand plants to 
advance production. 


But they know, also, that the influence 
of big business in Government has increased 
rather than diminished. They know that 
labor has no representation in the agencies 
of Government that really shape impor- 
tant policy. It has seemed to them that 
the administration has appeased big busi- 
ness; that time after time the administra- 
tion has gone to Canossa or to Munich. 


They have watched Government subsi- 
dize new plant construction. They know 
that in respect to these 'subsidized plants, 
industry may amortize them and obtain 
ownership after five years by means of 
withholding taxes. They know that Gov- 
ernment is packed with dollar-a-year men. 


These things do not justify strikes or 
threats of strikes. But they help to ex- 
plain that the roots of these things are 
deep and complex. And they help to ex- 
plain the state of mind that cannot find 
evidences of “equality of sacrifice.” 


Basis of Their Perplexity 


They do not understand—these workers 
—in view of these things, how the Little 
Steel formula is related to reality. Nor do 
they understand why a multiplicity of Gov- 
ernment agencies is allowed to make deci- 
sions in respect to wage disputes. Nor why 
these agencies make rulings that have little 
relation to reality and no relation to each 
other or to general and fixed principles. 


And workers know that while wages are 
frozen rather than stabilized, farm prices 
rise like a child’s balloon. They know that 
Government has pegged farm prices. They 
know that the Farm Bureau is one of the 
most effective lobbies in the United States. 


They are perplexed. And they are angry, 
in their perplexity, when charges are laid 
on their own patriotism. And they know 
that in the past patriotism has been the 
refuge of scoundrels. And they do not 
want to be exploited during the war or 
after it. And they move uneasily, want- 
ing order and fairness and justice as Plato 
defined it: that every man have a right to 
his own. And they know that the winds 
are not blowing in the direction of fair- 
ness and of justice, 

For it was no less a person than C. BE. 
Wilson who has pointed out that “right- 
wing reaction may draw some sections of 
capital so far away from our traditions as 
to imperil the entire structure of Ameri- 
can life.” 


AS SOLDIERS MOVE ACROSS 
From the Charlotte (N. C.) News and Observer. —

“My God, look at this!” said the young 
naval officer at the gangway of the inva- 
sion craft. He was checking the passes of 
the handful of correspondents and civilians 
who were to witness the attack across the

Prof. Kuo Hail, late of Peking University, 
was indeed a character to exclaim about. 
His garment resembled a monk’s habit. On 
his head was a steel helmet. He carried a 
shiny, carefully furled umbrella, a gas mask 
and a camera. He had traveled more than 
10,000 miles, had survived Japanese as- 
sassins and 10 days and nights in an open 
lifeboat after a German submarine attack, 
for this great moment. He smiled his con- 
tentment, 

On other Invasion boats were other men

Monuments to Take Heavy Toll of U. S. 
Troops, Then Destroy Them When Use- 
fulness Has Ended, Binder Points Out.

S American and British forces battle to hold their seriously 


imperiled beachhead at Anzio, 30 miles south of 


Rome, and 


to dislodge the Germans from Cassino, 60 miles east of Anzio, 


where for four weeks they have 


successfully blocked the advance 


of our main forces, the Italian peninsular campaign came in for 


increasingly critical discussion in 
among the fighting men in Italy. 


Were we well-advised to select 
for invasion that part of the “soft- 
underbelly” of Europe best situ- 
ated for defense by Germany? 
Were we well-advised to begin ob- 
viously hazardous operations at a 
time when adverse weather would 
soon rob us of much of the advan- 
tage inherent in our superior air 
strength? When our troops would 
be chilled and soaked by bitter 
winds and driving rains with little 
shelter left them by the slowly 
retreating Germans who them- 
selves could take refuge against 
the elements in wundestroyed 
buildings? 


How can we expect our forces 
to advance rapidly so long as we 
forbid them to use artillery or 
aerial bombardment against es- 
thetic monuments and sacred 
places in which the enemy is 
strongly entrenc#ed and from 
which it is exceedingly difficult 
and costly to dislodge him by in- 
fantry assault? 

How can our numerically in- 
ferior forces, operating over de- 
vastated territory which the en- 
emy has had ample time to mine 
effectively, defeat an enemy able 
to bring up ample reinforcements 
over bridges and highways we 
dare not destroy by bombardment 
because of their proximity to sa- 
cred places we are pledged not to 
injure? 

How many American and Brit- 
ish lives are we justified in sacri- 
ficing in order to spare sacred 
and historic monuments from de- 
struction by American and British 
shells when German behavior indi- 
cates they will most likely be de- 
stroyed by the Germans once they 
no longer serve their purposes as 
protected observation and ma- 
chine-gun points? | 

What will be the effects of a 
continued American-British stale 
mate in Italy, to say nothing of a 
possible reversal at Anzio, on the 
plans for invading Western -Eu- 
rope, on German morale and on 
Russia? 

These are among the many 
questions asked last week about 
the campaign, now 163 days old, 
which President Roosevelt on Oct. 
1 described as a “kind of crusade 
to liberate Rome, the Vatican and 
Pope Pius XII.” 


Many Disappointments. 


We have had many disappoint- 
ments. Marshal Badoglio, whom 
we expected to deliver the air 
fields of Rome to our air-borne 
troops, failed to do so. 

The Germans did not pull out 
of Italy as we seem to have as- 
sumed they would shortly after 
we landed in force. 

The Germans did not fall back 
on Rome or give way at Cassino 
when we surprised them by land- 
ing at Anzio 20 days ago. In- 
stead, they used their protected 


position in and around the ancient. 


Benedictine Monastery at Cassino 
to mow down the Allied troops 
gallantly trying to drive them out 
of the monastery without injuring 
this world-famous monument. 

Thanks to their ability to thus 
hold off the advance of the main 
elements of the Fifth Army to- 
ward a junction with their com- 
rades on the Anzio beachhead, the 
Germang have received fresh re- 
inforcements to resist in the seunth 
and the beachhead forces have 
been subjected to repeated as- 
saults by elements of five or six 
German divisions. It had been as- 
sumed that the beachhead troops 
long since would be supplied by 
better ports than the modest fish- 
ing and bathing piers at Anzio. 

As William H, Stoneman, vet- 
eran war correspondent who cov- 
ered the landing at Anzio, cabled 
Feb. 11: “The most desperate and 
sustained fighting and imagina- 
tive generalship will be needed to 
change this stalemate into some- 
thing productive enough to justify 
what we have already put into the 
operation.” 


Strategy Questioned. 


The discussions last week 
touched on such questions as to 
whether our leaders had been too 
cautious to capitalize initial ad- 
vantages, too inelastic in their 
tactics and too restricted in their 
operations by political and esthetic 
considerations. 

The weather which prevented 
effective use of our superior air 
strength at critical stages, has 
been a great handicap, The use 
of our Flying Fortress and Liber- 
ator bombers, which we are loath 
to put into action of this sort 
because of the great vulnerability 
at low levels, gave eloquent evi- 
dence of the criticalness of the 
Anzio front. 

For some time the correspond- 
ents in Italy have been indicating 
as clearly as the censorship per- 
mits, that in their opinion and in 
the opinion of the fighting men, 
solicitude for esthetic and sacred 
monuments with which this area 
is studded has worked to our 
very great disadvantage and to 
the corresponding advantage of 
the enemy which is not similarly 
inhibited. 

Correspondents on the Cassino 
front reported last week that the 
Germans used 30 machine guns in 
Monte Cassino Abbey and strong 
gun emplacements around the 
monastery to mow down American 
soldiers, some of whom have not 
had their shoes off for two weeks 
and many of whom have been 
fighting for months, when they 
tried to take the monastery by 


the United States, in’ Britain. and 


infantry charges so as not to dam- 
age it by shell fire or grenades. 

The correspondents expressed 
the belief that the American and 
British refusal to shell it would 
not spare it any more than similar 
policy had spared other artistic 
and religious monuments between 
Salerno and Cassino. The Gernians 
had dynamited those places when 
they could no longer hold them 
and so, the correspondents be- 
lieve, they will eventually dyna- 
mite the abbey. 


Other Obstacles. 


What worries the correspond-)} 


ents, too, is the fact that other 
protected places lie between Monte 
Cassino and Rome. The Germans, 
they observe, are certain to use 
the high ground around the pon- 
tifica] villa at Castel Gandolfo to 
prevent as long as possible the 
advance of our forces from Anzio 
toward Rome, : 
The correspondents also pointed 
out that had we been free to 
bomb the three bridges across the 
Tiber, over which Marshal Kessel- 
ring moved his reinforcements for 
both Anzio and Cassino, our posi- 
tion today would be much better 
than it is. Those bridges are so 
near the Vatican that bombs 
dropped on them might injure 
Vatican property. We have not 
touched them, accordingly. 


‘Up to the Germans.’ 


President Roosevelt on Oct. 1 
said it is Allied policy to do every- 
thing possible to protect the treas- 
ures of Rome and the Vatican. 
Every effort is being made by the 
Allied command, he said, to pre- 
vent damage to Rome, especially 
the Vatican. In the last analysis, 
he added, what happens to Rome 
and the Vatican is up to the Ger- 
mans. 

On Jan. 28 a New York Times 
correspondent with the Fifth 
Army radioed that Lt. Gen, Mark 
Clark had issued strict instruc- 
tions to the Fifth Army and the 
Allied air forces that all attacks 
on papal or church property 
should be carefully avoided unless 
absolutely dictated by military 
necessity. A treaty with the Vat- 
ican, the correspondent said, des- 
ignates such property, including 
Monte Cassino, as neutral terri- 
tory and it ig our policy to ob- 
serve this treaty, “although there 
is reason to believe that the Ger- 
mans are employing such prop-. 
erty as artillery observation posts 
—and other mi purposes.” 

Another dispatch to the New 
York Times dated Feb. 5 said Ger- 
man artillery had shelled the 
Monte Cassino abbey despite the 
presence there of German troops 
and its use as an observation post. 
Gen. Clark, the dispatch said, had 
traced the fire to the German ar- 
tillery, as it was known that our 
artillery continues to adhere to 
our policy of not shelling such 
places. 


British Reaction. 


In answer to questions in Par- 
liament whether there is an “ex- 
plicit or tacit agreement that 
Rome shall not be bombed,” Capt. 
comet pe — Under Sec- 

ry o e for Air, on M 

19, 1943, said: af 
“No such assurance or agree- 
ment exists of any kind whatever 
that Rome shall not be bombed. 
We shall not hesitate to bomb 
Rome if the course of the war 
should render such action con- 
venient and helpful.” 


On July 28, 1943, Sir Archibald 
Sinclair, Secretary of State for 


Air, said: “All practical precau- 


tions were taken to avoid d 

to religious and cultural buildings 
in Rome,” but that “all centers 
working for the Axis war ma- 
chine” are subject to attack. On 
the same day Prime Minister 
Churchill said that if the mar- 
shaling yards at Rome which had 
been mbed “are repaired and 
hostile military traffic is re- 
sumed, they will no doubt have 
to be bombed in.” 

Two English churchmen last 
week criticised in the House of 
Lords the ethics and the expedi- 
ency of bombing German cities, 
but the Government spokesman, 
Lord Cranborne, emphatically de- 
clared that such bombing of Ger- 
many would be continued as a ma- 
jor war policy. 

The case for bombing Rome and 
other Italian points of archeologi- 
cal, esthetic and religious interest, 
is being debated in the famous 
British forum, the London Times. 
One letter published over the sig- 
nature of David Naylor read as 
follows: “Sir: May I inquire if 
any of the gentlemen so deeply 
concerned over the ancient monu- 
ments of Rome have an only son 
whom they are prepared to sacri- 
fice on the altar of St, Peter's? 
If-not, may I then ask them to 
moderate the enthusiasm with 
which they propose to substitute 
mine?” 

As a result of these develop- 
ments Allied Headquatters at Al- 
giers announced yesterday that 
the Germans had installed them- 
selves in the papal palace grounds 
at Castel Gandolfo south of Rome 
and that the premises therefore 
were Ee to Allied bombing. 

The Allied announcement said 
Castel Gandolfo, the Pope's sum- 
mer home, “now ties in the battle 
area and contains a heavy satura- 
tion of German soldiers, When-

Machines Roar : 
Along Ledo Road 
Is Never-Ending

AT AN ADVANCE BASE IN 

NORTHERN BURMA, Feb. 12 
(SHE so-called “impenetrable 
Burma jungle” is taking an 

awful beating from American 
machinery and road crews, After 
traveling by jeep over the new 
Ledo road from the frontier of 
India, ‘I find it easier to under- 
stand why Lt. Gen. Joseph W. 
Stilwell’s Chinese army: has been 
able to take the initiative against 
the strongly-emplaced Jap enemy 
in Hukawng valley and to push 
him back on his heels. 

One of the biggest reasons is 
supply—getting in here first with 
the most. American equipment, 
with the help of Chinese bridge 
builders and native workmen, has 
opened an overland supply line to 
the front in what the enemy-must 
have figured was an impossibly 
short time. 

The Ledo road is no boulevard. 
Even our stirdy little jeep was 
held up three times by high 
centers. 

All along the unfinished high-) 
way we passed bulldozers, scrap- 
ers and mechanical shovels, work- 
ing to put the supply route in 
flood-proof condition before the 
monsoon rains break in their full 
fury late in May. Birds, beasts 
and even Naga hillbillies have fled 
before the clatter and confusion of 
the road’s advance. 

To appreciate the immensity of 
the task it is necessary to realize 
that every piece of equipment on 
this road was brought great dis- 
tances by sea and rail before go- 
ing to work. In a little more than 
a year this mass of machinery has 
cut a = road through more 
than 100 miles of unbroken forest, 
across five mountain ridges, to link 
the plains of India with the plains 
of Burma, : 

With R. B. McGinnies of Chi- 
cago at the wheel, we reached the 
halfway point after a day of hard 
driving and put up for the night 
in a hilltop tent occupied by three 
American engineers. 

The night was hideous with 
jungle noises—of a new kind. 
Loaded trucks rumbled by in a. 
steady stream. Bulldozers and 
scrapers added to the din. Over-| 
head was the almost constant roar 
of supply planes moving to and 
fro. It was worse than living 
next to the elevated in Chicago 
or New York, A tiger’s roar or an 
elephant’s scream would not have 
had a chance in that uproar, 

We stood’ on a hill and looked 
across a dark valleys, now fill- 
ing wi whirling mist, toward 
distant Burma, Along the hill- 
sides, ridges lined with flaming 
buckets flared fitfully where road 
gangs ‘still worked. 

Most of the American troops 
laboring alohg this supply line 
are Negroes. We passed many 
of their encampments of bamboo 
huts, nestling among the trees 
near the right-of-way. They bore 
names like: “Little Harlem,” “Last 
Hope,” and “Old Soldier’s Home.” 

The Ledo road roughly follows 
the line of the refugee trail from 
Burma to India, Over this route 
tens of thousands of fugitives— 
mostly Indians—fled to India dur- 
ing the Japanese invasion. Thou- 
sands died from hunger and ex- 
haustion along the way. Road 
crews frequently encounter bones 
of the fallen. 

Although this is the “dry sea- 
son,” there is rain almost every 
day. But not until the big mon- 
soon begins will the Ledo road 
meet the major test. Seven inches 
of rain in a single day ‘will not 
be unusual. Floods and slides will 
be an ever-present menace, 

The i ogo engineering prob- 
lem now is how to provide against 
these contingencies. Col. wis 
Pick, who is in command of these 
difficult projects, is a man of 
enormous confidence. He says he 
will not only keep the road open 
through hell and high water but 
will keep it moving forward as 
fast as Stilwell’s Chinese can ad-

F private enterprise returns to

hand, excess profits taxes are re- 
moved and the country stays off 
the gold standard, there is no rea- 
son why Britain’s postwar posi- 
tion should be anything but pros- 
perous. 


This is the opinion, at least, of 
the London Daily Mail, which 
seems to bespeak the general feel- 
ing beginning to emerge among 
British conservatives as reflected 
in their speeches and press. 


The conservatives are indeed be- 
ginning to place as great an em- 
hasis on private enterprise as 
the socialists are placing on state 
control, 

The Daily Mail, for example, 
takes exception to the remarks of 
Dean Inge. The “Gloomy Dean,” 
like South Africa’s Premier, Mar- 
shal Jan Christiaan Smuts, pre- 
dicts that Britain will be a poor 
nation after the war. Sketching 
the British position after the first 
World War, the paper points out 
that national prosperity had been 
restored by 1925 when the pound 
sterling was hoisted to the artifi- 
cial level of 1914. 

Then came the general strike 
of 1926, which the Daily Mail de- 
scribes as the direct result of re- 
turning to the gold standard. The 
American slump of 1929 and the 
world crisis of 1931 forced Britain 
off gold again and led to a revival 
of British fortunes, the paper re- 
calls, 

With this recollection In mind, 
Britain must remain off gold, 
must abolish the excess profits 
taxes and must reduce the income 
tax by 2 shillings, sixpence on the 
pound, says the Daily Mail. The 
policy of inflation, with industry 
free to expand, will enable the 
country to maintain its prosperity 
and its place in world trade. Oth- 
erwise, the prophets of gloom will 
be correct, the paper warns.

The question of whether Union

This discussion has called at- 
tention to an admission by Union 
Electric in United States District 
Court in 1931 that its downtown 
rights would expire April 15, 1940, 
and a stipulation filed March 6, 
1940, by which it endeavored to 
expunge this admission, having in 
the meanwhile obtained legal opin- 
ions that it has a perpetual fran- 
chise throughout the city. 

It is still the company’s position 
that it has a perpetual city-wide 
franchise under an ordinance 


passed in 1884, when the electrical it. 


business was in its infancy, and 
subsequent amendments thereto. 
No action has been taken by the 
city to test the question, 

of Test. 

With no substitute electrical 
service available, it would seem to 
be highly unlikely that an ouster 
would be sustained. 

However, there is another 
important element involved from 
the company’s standpoint — the 
eligibility of its securities for in- 
vestment by savings banks in sev- 
eral tern states under laws 
dealing with length of franchise 
rights in relation to maturity of 
securities. 

In the recent deposition hearing 
in the suit by Boehm, former ex- 
ecutive vice-president of Union 
Electric, his attorney, Sebastian C. 
Pugliese, asked John A. Wood- 
bridge, vice-president and general 
counsel of the company, about a 
series of opinions by ‘Theodore 
Rassieur, former counsel of the 
company, that the downtown 
rights would expire April 15, 1940. 
Woodbridge replied that Rassieur 
later was “absolutely of the con- 
t-ary opinion.” The fact was that 
Rassieur changed his mind and 
gave an opinion Dec. 16, 1933, that 
Union Blectric had a city-wide 
perpetual franchise. 

The 1884 Ordinance. 

Union Electric claims its per- 
petual, city-wide rights under or- 
dinance 12,723, enacted in 1884 as 
an open invitation to the many 
promoters interested in the infant 
electrical industry to apply for 
grants of authority. Under this 
measure it has been paying the 
city 5 per cent of its gross re- 
ceipts in the city from business 
made possible by its franchise. 

In 1896 the Keyes ordinance, No. 
18,680, was enacted,.with the chief 
purpose of forcing the removal of 
unsightly poles and wires by plac- 
ing them underground in the dis- 
trict bounded by the river, Twenty- 
second, Cole and Spruce streets. 
This provided for issuance of per- 
mits for the necessary conduits 
and declared that the conduit 
rights so granted would expire 
April 15, 1940. 

The Federal Government filed 
suit in 1931 to condemn the site 
for enlarging the main postoffice, 
with Union Electric as one defend- 
ant because of its electrical in- 
stallation there. In an answer for 
the company filed the same year 
by Attorney Rassieur, valuing 
company property involved at 
$5758, it was declared that the 
company’s right to use portions 
of Seventeenth and Walnut streets, 
in the site, would expire April 15, 
1940. 

Viewers appointed by the Fed- 
eral Court to determine damages 
were Jacob M. Lashly, lawyer, 
and two real estate men. Lashly, 
who has been special counsel for 
Union Electric in various matters, 
happens to be defending the com- 
pany in Boehm’s suit. The view- 
ers fixed Union Electric’s damages 
as $1869.48 by stipulation with 
the company, and, in their request 
for their court fee, filed in 1932, 
set out that the franchise rights 
would expire April 15, 1940. Their 
request added that company coun- 
sel had argued the rights were 
perpetual, but that “independent 
investigation” of the law was 
made by-the viewers. 

Rassieur Dropped. 

In June, 1935, Rassieur was 
dropped by Union Electric as its 
counsel, being succeeded by the 
firm headed by William L. Igoe, 
Democratic leader credited with 
much political influence at the 
time. March 6, 1940, a stipulation 
was filed in the condemnation 
suit by United States Attorney 
Harry C. Blanton and, for the 
company, by Woodbridge and J. 
W. McAfee, now Union Electric 
president and then connected with 
the Igoe firm. 

The stipulation, which was in- 
corporated into a Court judgment, 
waived all claim to the damage 
award and declared that “nothing 
said or provided for in any of the 
pleadings, evidence or record 
shall be regarded as in any wise 
affecting the nature or extent of 
any of the rights, privileges or 
immunities of either of the 
parties.”

Avowedly, it does not participate 
in religious, political or racial con- 
troversies unless they contain a 
“political element inimical to 
American liberty and civilization.” 

Jung, who employs secret sym- 
bols, numbers and officers, is 
known here as “the mystery man 
of Tribune Tower.”

Cartels “Have Run Course.” 


Cartels, or trusts, which offer 
readily available instruments vf 
control, were at first encouraged 
by the Nazis, but regimentation 
gradually destroyed their func- 
tions. In 1942 it was estimated 
that 1000 out of a total of 2500 
registered cartels existed only on 
paper. In the spring of 1943 it 
was forecast that only 500 would 
survive. Late last summer came 
an announcement that 90 per cent 
of all trusts had been or were 
being dissolved, and that “the day 
of cartels has run its course.” 


In addition to control of capital, 
materials, labor and prices, the 
Nazis have also instituted rigid 
controls of cost accounting, vol- 
ume of profits, allocation of prof- 
its and other funds, and entry into 
business or termination of busi- 
ness, through enforced closing or 
enforced continuance. Industry 
and commerce are compelled to 
police themselves, through trade 
associations and chambers of com- 
merce which have been converted 
into government agencies. 


The widespread existence of 
graft cannot be doubted, the 
Brookings report declares, adding, 
“It would seem that the Nazi gov- 
ernment deliberately tolerates a 
certain amount of corruption.” 


“Apparently,” the account pro- 
ceeds, “it considers moneys thus 
paid and received as a kind of 
toll on business levied in favor of 
deserving party members and 
other pillars of the regime. It 
appears to accept graft as more 
or less due the Nazis for havin 
left the business man on the job 
and for providing a steady flow 
of orders.” 


Slow and Cumbersome. 

Though a “dynamic dictator- 
ship,” Nazi control of business 
tends tv slow and cumbersome op- 
erations, Such an amazing stream 
of regulations is emitted by con- 
trol agencies that German busi- 
ness has become a happy hunting 
ground for lawyers, for whom a 
vast new field has been opened in 
the analysis of regulations and in 
negotiations with government 
agencies, 


As late as last year, applications 
had to be made to 30 government 
bureaus to obtain permission for 
the construction of a large indus- 
trial plant. One export order in- 
volving a few hundred Reichs- 
marks required the writing of 
more than 100 letters and action

Woman Scorned Bares Detroit's Bribe Ring 


How Suicide’s Last Letters Sent Sinbilies. Dalicamen, Politicians and Public Officials to Prison 


| THEY WRECKED DETROIT'S GANG OFsGAY GRAFTERS

DETROIT, Feb. 12. 


NE. August night back in 1939 a good-looking 
0 divorcee named Janet McDonald and her ll-year-old 
daughter crept down the rear stairs of their dingy 
boarding house on Detroit’s North Side, and entered an 
automobile parked in the backyard garage. It was a com- 
mon enough looking little sedan, except that a length of 
hose was attached to the exhaust pipe, and the other end 
was stuck inside the car through a rear window. The 
woman and little girl, whose name was Pearl, got into the 
front seat and closed all the windows. Mrs. McDonald 
pressed the starter, and mother and daughter sat there in 
the darkness while the motor hummed, and poisonous 
carbon-monoxide gas flowed about them, ‘ 
They were found the next morning, dead in each other's 
arms. Normally, this pitiful episode would have been told 
that day in a couple of newspaper paragraphs and then 
forgotten, because the mother and daughter were obscure, 
unimportant and almost uhknown. But,.as it turned out, 
when Mrs. McDonald pressed the silicidal automobile 
starter, she also threw the switch that set off the greatest 
explosion_of municipal‘reform in Detroit's history. Even 
now, four and a half years later, sounds of it still re-echo, 
and some bits of debris are still falling. 


Just before she died Mrs. McDonald wrote letters to the 
Governor of Michigan, the Federal Bureau of Investiga-~- 
tion and three’ Detroit newspapers relating .what she 
knew about the goings-on ‘in Detroit’s underworld. She 
didn’t know very much, but it was enough to start the 
fireworks.. The woman certainJy could not have had gen- 


_ eral civic reform in mind when she sent the letters and 


then took herself and her child into eternity, because she 
wes not a person of civic ideals. Instead, she wanted to 
be the “hot mama” of a racketeer, a grade C gambler 
named Willie McBride, 


Willie Cooled Off 


‘Willie was her man, but he done her wrong. That’s why 
Janet wrote the letters, She had been keeping what might 
politely be called “intimate company” with Willie for 
several months. Then Willie cooled off, and said they 
were through, and he hoped they could remain “just 
friends.” Janet got mad. She took pen in hand to get 
revenge on her reluctant boy friend, hoping to put him in 
trouble with the law. Her letters were made public at a 
time when Detroit was ripe for reformg, and the results 
were sensational. If Janet was able to see all the hell 
they raised, from wherever she went in death, she prob- 
ably died all over again from sheer astonishment. 

Although she never amounted to much in life, Janet 
passing 
tripped the trigger that wrecked Detroit's 50-million-dol- 
lar-a-year handbook business, as well as the city’s 10- 
million-dollar-a-year policy, or numbers, racket. Her death 
turned on the heat, which frightened out of town the 
majority of the local “boys in the back room,” including 
her recent boy friend. The gamblers lammed out of De- 
troit like geese flying south, and took up residence in 
Toledo. The investigation her death brought about blew 
the Detroit Police Department wide open, and influenced 
an important city election. It sent to jail the former 
Mayor, two-thirds of the Wayne County (Detroit) Board 
of Auditors, along with the Sheriff, Prosecuting Attorney 
and other officials. There were a couple of suicides and 
a series of fatal heart attacks among citizens who found 
themselves on the spot when the heat came on. One-third 
of City Council went to jail after an investigation inspired 
indirectly by the McDonald expose. 

Mrs. McDonald's letters and suicide pulled the curtain 
on the “golden days” of “grift” (underworld idiom for 
graft) among Detroit police officials, In the fat days, 
police higher-ups described one another as “first nighters 
and playboys.” They hauled themselves up the ladder 
of night club society and the sporting world by flinging 
hither and yon large sums of sugar they had extracted 
from the local handbooks, policy joints and bawdy houses. 
Police big shots got theirs through an organized and 
‘business-like program. At the same time, their lesser 
brethren, the uniformed boys ‘on the beats, hung around 
the back doors of illicit joints like bums around a soup 
kitchen. They got handouts of from $5 to $15. 


“Respectable Rogues" 


Detroit and Wayne County officials, the arivagtinition 
revealed, .were shaking down the gamblers for a million 
and more dollars annually. A #éYies of climaxes came 
into the dirty picture when a special grand jury indicted 
394 persons for various phases of grafting. The majority 
of them were convicted, and either paid heavy fines or 
are serving prison terms. Besides the little fry, a large 
number of higher-ups were put behind bars, Consequently, 
the Southern Michigan Prison at Jackson now has prob- 
ably the largest percentage of “respectable rogues” in its 
history, with enough political brains on hand, perhaps, to 
swing a State election. 

The roster of big shots who went to prison because of 
grafting, a vigilant grand jury and Janet McDonald's let- 
ters, includes:

Shabby Love -Affair ‘ 


Years later she fell in love with Willie McBride, man- 
ager of the Great Lakes Policy House@n Oakland ave- 
nue, and eventually Janet went there to work as a book- 
keeper. That’s where she learned her smattering of 
gangland, about “fixes” and “payoff guys,” and she also 
Jearned about “two-timing.” She learned about that mainly 
from her boy friend, Willie, who started stepping out.

"Honest John" Exonerated 


The News published the letter, and other Detroit news- 
papers published similar communications from Mrs, Mc- 
Donald, and then the fun started. City and county offi- 
clals made appropriate statements regarding civic right- 
eousness, and mene “Double Dip” Reading called for a 
“real investigation.” The “real investigation” lasted 
exactly 24 hours, after. which high police officials an- 
nounced that “Honest John” McCarthy had been com- 
pletely exonerated. 


The head of the investigation remarked sadly: “There 
would not have been all this to-do, if proper procedure 
had been followed. All these letters should not have been 
made public until we investigated the charges. They have 
caused unnecessary diatfess to Lieut. MoCarthy and 
others.” Meanwhile, an investigation undertaken by an 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney faded out when Prose- 
cuting Attorney “Dunk” McCrea, later convicted of graft- 
ing, rushed home from his vacation and called the inquiry 
off. There was nothing to substantiate the charges, 
he said. 


One-Man Grand Jury 


All this sounded like flapdoodle to the Detroit News, 
which had long suspected that large-scale grafting was 
going on, but was not sure just who was responsible, 
The charge &gainst. “Honest John” McCarthy was some- 
thing into which the: News could sink its teeth, which it 
did, and began screaming for a grand jury investigation. 
The News objected to the regular size grand jury of 23 
members as being too cumbersome and demanded some- 
thing “streamlined.” The grand jury finally selected was 
as streamlined as one of Buck Rogers’ rocket ships, It 
was composed of only one man—handsome, ’ scholarly, 
white-haired Circuit Judge Homer Ferguson. The spe- 
cial prosecutor selected was a pug-faced, stubby-haired 
Irishman named Chester P. O’Hara, known for success- 
ful prosecution of several bank fraud cases. 

The one-man grand jury and the special prosecutor were 
given a secret headquarters, 50 trained investigators 
and a lot of scientific equipment for working on wit- 
nesses. Thus equipped, they set out to learn who was 
doing what to whem, and who was getting paid. The 
investigation made slow progress for several months, 
Then, in the early months of 1940, the grand jury latched 
onto a character who was to become as important in 
convicting the grafters as Janet McDonald’s letters had

been in starting the investigation. 

This person was Police Inspector Raymond W. “Bud” 
Boettcher, one of the gay and carefree spirits who, until 
a short while before, had worn expensive clothing and 
strutted up and down Washington boulevard in the heart 
of Detroit. Their promenade was that end of the street 
where the handsome facade of Hotel Book-Cadillac rises 
imposingly across the boulevard from the Wonder Bar. 
The latter is an elaborate saloon of chromium and neon, 
which was the good-time headquarters for gamblers, 
sportsmen, the upper crust of the underworld, grafting 
policemen and their women. Boettcher kept his lip tight 
during months of grand jury questioning, while his for- 
mer associates on the Police Department trembled and 
sweated, and telephoned him secretly at night, begging 
him not to sing. (Boettcher was dismissed from the de- 
partment shortly after becoming a grand jury witness.) 
After his long silence, Boettcher finally got tired sitting 
in the frying pan taking the heat for a lot of other guys. 
So he decided to talk, and he spilled his you-know-what’s. 


“Busy Bud,” the Paymaster 


“Bud” Boettcher became the State’s star witness in the 
ensuing graft trials. It was largely his testimony that 
sent the police higher-ups, the big-time gamblers, the re- 
cent Mayor and others to prison. Recently, Boettcher elab- 
orated on his experiences at handling police graft in a 
series of articles written exclusively for the Detroit News, 
He wrote in detail of how he took charge of the money 
collected by gamblers, and delivered it in shares to vari- 
ous officials. 

Boettcher said he was graft paymaster for 33 months. 
In that time he handled a total of more than $300,000 in 
“fix” money, and became known in the department as 
“Busy Bud, the Delivery Boy.” 

“Busy Bud’s” most distinguished client was his honor, 
himself—Mayor Reading, a round little man, with a bald 
head and a perpetual smile, a mighty hand-shaker and 
back-slapper. He took office in January, 1938, and then 
he took $55,000 during the following 18 months until Janet 
McDonald squawked. 

The Mayor was known as “The Little Iron Man,” be- 
cause of his seeming ability to deliver constant campaign 
speeches. He could stand the strain better than the 
newspaper men covering them. He was also called “The 
Straphanger” because of his striking physical resemblance 
to a Detroit News cartoon character—a little guy who 
was always being pushed around, who never got a seat 
on a street car, and always had to swing on the strap. 


Mayor Meets Royalty 

His most illustrious nickname was “Double Dip,” which 
came about when his honor journeyed to Canada to pay 
his respects to King George and Queen Elizabeth of Eng- 
land, during their visit to America in the late 1930's. The 
Mayor greeted royalty with what he probably fancied was 
a courtly bow. Onlookers described it, however, as a sort 
of combination of the Victorian curtsy and the jumping 
jive. The Mayor executed this gymnastic performance 
twice in front of their startled majesties, hence the name: 
“Double Dip.” 

Another big shot served with a monthly $1800 by 
Boettcher was Superintendent Fred Frahm, who generally 
greeted the “Delivery Boy” with a cheery, but anxious, 
“Slip it to me, kid,” Frahm, Detroit’s chief police officer, 
had been a well-known figure around town for years. He 
wore $150 suits and $206 overcoats, and attended the lead- 
ing sports events, civic events, social events and what- 
not. He was prominent in charity work, and his photo- 
graphe abpeared often and favorably in the public printa, 
Some newapaper men used to wonder how a policeman 
could afford such expensive activities, “Busy Bud” told 
them when the trial came up. 


Like Father, Like Son 


Then there was Richard W. Reading Jr., the Mayor's 
son, to whom “Busy Bud” said he slipped a monthly $1000 
in gamblers’ coin, Before his father’s ascension to the 
Mayor’s chair, young Reading was something of a fixture 
around the local saloons and handbooks. His associates 


‘said he held onto a highball glass like the Statue of Lib- 


erty does her torch. When his father became Mayor, 
young Reading apparently decided to put away his frivo- 
lous ways, and conduct himself with dignity befitting his 
office. So he got a big elk’s tooth and swung it across 
his stomach on a heavy gold watch chain, thereby 
achieving the nickname, “Elk Tooth.” He also stuck his 
pockets full of pencils, and got a load of notebooks. 

In less than a year young Reading lost interest in 
his role of earnest and efficient secretary. He chucked 
his pencils and notebooks, and headed back to the high- 
balls and handbooks. He thus won another nickname, 
“The Pale-Faced Kid.” This was inspired by the shade 
of his complexion while fighting his way out of a hang- 
over. 

Another figure in the Detroit debauch was Elmer 
“Buff” Ryan, One of eight children, Ryan began to sup- 
port the family early in life, working as a buffer in a 
stove works; hence, his nickname. He became a gam- 
bler, then operator of Moe Annenberg’s Consolidated Wire 
Service, which provided information for bookies, and

CORNING, Ark., Feb. 12. 


ERE in the northeast corner 

of Arkansas the marriage 

business is booming, all on ac- 
count of the Missouri law which 
requires a three days’ wait and 
blood tests for all who would wed. 
By day and by night couples are 
crossing the line to avail them- 
selves of the more lenient law 
and the hospitality that Arkansas 
offers. There is double-barreled 
welcome for them at Clay County’s 
two seats of government, one here 
and one at Piggott. Fees are 
pouring into the county treasury 
and justices of the peace are 
making much hay while the sun 
shines bright, 

In January there were two and 
a half times as many licenses 
issued in Clay County as in the 
corresponding month last year, 
and it is hoped and believed that 
the rush has only begun. Clay 
County was little known until the 
new Missouri laws went into ef- 
fect, Its emergence has been by 
the slow process of map study on 
the part of couples looking for an 
easy entrance into matrimony. 
The county, tucked against the 
upper corner of Missouri's boot- 
heel, is nearest to southern and 
central Missouri, including St. 
Louis. The maps show that, 
and couples who are in a hurry 
to get married head for the near- 
est land of promise. The fact that 
Clay County, like all Arkansas 
counties, has two seats of govern- 
ment, affords a choice between 
Corning and Piggott and the two 
towns are getting about an even 
break on the business. 

Illinois and Indiana are con- 
tributing their quotas, mostly by 
way of St. Louis. The reason for 
this is that a good many couples 
go to St. Louis under the impres- 
sion that there is no delaying law 
in Missouri, Finding themselves 
balked in St. Louis they ask 
where they can go and are told 
that they can be married in 
Kansag or Arkansas.

fused licenses, in each case on 
account of being under age. 
Under the Arkansas law a man 
must be 21 and a woman 18 be- 
fore they are free to marry with- 
out the consent of their parents. 
With that consent a boy can 
marry at 18 and a girl at 16. 
Under present rulings every man 
or boy has to produce his regis- 
tration card and make affidavit 
of his age. 


Both here and at Piggott the 
county officials feel fully justified 
in charging an extra dollar for go- 
ing to the courthouse and issuing 
a license at night, and nobody 
criticises them for it. The lot of 
the county official in Arkansas is 
not a happy one. They used to be 
well paid but “them days is gone,” 
as they say down here. A lot of 
people thought they were too well 
paid and there ought to be a law. 
One was passed, As a result of it 
Deputy County Clerk Cox gets 
$83.33 a month and her husband 
for his three deputyships draws 
down only $100 a month. Before 
his wife got her appointment he 
did barbering on the side and 
made more at it than out of his 
three county jobs. 

So, with five sons, two of them 
in the war, he feels justified in 
putting up on the front of his 
home the sign which informs mar- 
riage license seekers that they

She was issuing one to 
Ernest Perkins and Miss Margaret 
Dennis of Arcola, Ill, when this 
writer dropped in. R. W. Turner, 
justice of the peace, was leaning 
against a desk watching the pro- 
ceedings with a certain measure 
of personal interest. When the 
document was finished he asked 
casually if they were aimin’ to 
be married by a justice of the 
peace, The man said yes and the 
J. P, considered himself engaged. 
“If you folks are ready, I am,” 
he said, and took his position in 
front of them. “Change sides,” he 
directed, “so’s you can reach 
across and join hands.” They 
changed sides and reached across 
and joined hands. Justice Turner 
didn’t waste any time. The words 
of the ceremony were quickly 
spoken and the blessing of heaven 
invoked and the hope expressed 
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that they would so live that they 
would have their place in the 
world to come,

Justice Turner is inclined to 
boast a little over the way he gets 
the weddings. “As many preach- 
ers as we've got here,” he says, 
“you wouldn’t think they’d let a 
farmer like me slip in and get the 
business.” How he doesgit, he 
says, is to practically live in the 
county clerk’s office so’s to be on 
hand when the couples come, 
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T’S only once in a while, he 

says ruefully, that he gets more 

than the legal fee. His red letter 
day was last spring, before Mis- 
souri had its laws. That was 
when A. P. Kaufmann, then pres- 
ident of the St. Louis Board of 
Aldermen, now mayor, and Mrs. 
Margaret England came across 
the line in April. Turner married 
them and got $5 for it. Turner 
remembers that, and mentions it, 
but his best recollection is of the 
bride that day, for, says he, she 
was a lovely lady. 

The increase in the marriage 
business has not been so great at 
the county seats deeper in Arkan- 
sas, except at Blytheville, which 
lies close to the boot-heel of Mis- 
souri. The average there is 90 to 
95 a month, In January 123 were 
issued. No licenses are issued at 
night there. At Pocahontas and 
Paragould there has been only a 
slight increase. 

At the county seats on the Mis- 
souri side business is very slow. 
Poplar Bluff is an example. At 
the beginning of the year, Joseph 
Hayes, Butler County Recorder, 
offered a free license to the first 
couple that would apply. The 
couple who applied had to wait 10 
days to be married because of the 
blood tests. In January Hayes is- 
sued only 11 licenses, against 46 in 
January, 1943. 

“Quite a lull,” he says gloomily, 
“but maybe it will be better when 
the people get used to the new 
laws.” 

Across the line in Arkansas they 
expect the marriage business to 
keep on booming. The only thing 
they are worrying about is the 
chance that Arkansas, too, may 
pass a new marriage law.

N important and rather puz- 
Aan musical event took place 

last Sunday when the NBC 
Symphony Orchestra, with Leo- 
pold Stokowski conducting and 
Edward Steuermann playing the 
solo part, broadcast the Piano 
Concerto by Arnold Schoenberg. 
It was important because of its 
boldness, for Mr. Stokowski surely 
must have known that this work 
would be completely baffling to 
the vast majority of his listeners. 
He indicated as much in the few 
words he spoke by way of preface. 

t was a work, he said, which 
no one could appreciate at a first 
hearing, but that after having 
studied it for several months, he 
was convinced it was one of the 
landmarks of musical history. 
With Mr. Stokowski’s words in 
mind, one feels the necessity of 
being guarded. But even after 
only one hearing, a few general 
conclusions are permissible. A 
man seeing a giraffe for the first 
time could not discuss its ana- 
tomical structure with any au- 
thority but he would certainly be 
justified in saying it was not a 
horse. 
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JUST AS CERTAINLY one may 
gay of the Schoenberg Piano Con- 
certo that it is not Beethoven, a 
conclusion that Mr. Schoenberg 
would be the first to indorse. Go- 
ing a step farther, it can be con- 
tended with sufficient historical 
support that none of the radical in- 
novations of the past, even when 
they were first presented to the 
public, were quite as remote from 
the understanding of the ordinary 
listener as this piece. 

The Wagner operas, when first 
produced, scandalized a great 
many people, but they evoked en- 
thusiasm from a great many 
more, and Wagner, unlike Schoen- 
berg, had a large public followin 
during his lifetime. The gene 
musical public of today will not 
know whether Schoenberg’s music 
is good or not, because the music 
will be completely unintelligible 

t.

THE INACCESSIBILITY of 
this work does not necessarily 
mean that it is deficient in musi- 
cal logic. Students of composition 
who are familiar with both the 
main assumptions of the composer 
and the details of hia habitual ex- 
pression may find it entirely co- 
herent. They may indeed find 
that certain of his harmonic prin- 
ciples are adaptable for use in 
general musica) speech. His in- 
strumentation may also be studied 
with profit. 

I am afraid, though, that the 
Concerto can never find general 
acceptance, not in our time nor in 
50 years from now. The Schoen- 
berg Piano Pieces which were 
written in 1912 and are much 
shorter if not less abstruse, are no 
more generally acceptable now 
than they were when first per- 
formed, 
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THE CONCERTO, like Piano 
Pieces, is essentially romantic in 
mood. This impression was re- 
ceived, not from the work as a 
whole but from a number of its 
details. Despite the perpetual dis- 
sonance, there were a number of 
short progressions which had 
strong emotional connotations, 
some were even downright sweet. 
But in a 12-tone system, in which 
one note of the scale has as much 
significance as another, there can 
be no continuity of thought in the 
old sense. It was this absence of 
a propulsive line that made the 
Concerto sound like a series of

eventually became leader of all the 
city’s race gambling interests. 
Ryan became “the big fix” in 1936 
by ousting from that post an old 
Irishman who had slight- 
ly rum-dum. “Buff,” himself, 
didn’t drink and he didn’t carouse. 
He was, they all say, a “gentle- 
man,” but he was a shrewd and 
sharp gentleman. He arranged the 
payoff on a scientific basis—that 
is, the payoff for the big shots.

This was accomplished by 
Ryan's pulling the strings in the 
Police Department. Boettcher re- 
lated that inspectors who would 
not co-operate by accepting bribes 
and allowing the joints to remain 
open in their precincts, were re- 
tired or “sent to the sticks” on 
Ryan’s suggestion. They were re- 
placed by inspectors who would 
co-operate. Co-operation meant 
that a precinct inspector granted 
a monopoly to the gambling joints 
that were in on the payoff, closing 
all others. When a lot of citizens 
wrote indignant letters about 
some handbook, thereby forcing a 
raid, the inspector tipped off the 
gambling operator ahead of time.

." The pool went to provide 
funds for the central figures, such 
as the Police Superintendent, the 
commander of the Centra] Dis- 
trict, and the Mayor, after Read- 
ing took office. 


The “downtown pool” payments 


were handled by “Busy Bud” 


Boettcher, but the gamblers were 
called on to pay a lot of graft 
money besides that handled by 
“Busy Bud” and besides that go- 
ing to individual precinct inspec- 
tors. The more lowly policemen 
demanded theirs, too, and gam- 
blers sweated and swore, and said 
they could hardly make expenses 
because of protection payments. 
There were a lot of rugged indi- 
vidualists on the Detroit Police 
Department. One handbook had 
to pay $1680 a month in petty 
graft, in addition to its regular 
contributions to the “downtown 
pool.” In another case, a hard- 
pressed gambler revolted and re- 
fused to pay a grafting lieutenant. 
The officer, wearing hig uniform, 
marched back and forth in front 


fof the joint, like a picket, until 


the desperate gambler finally 
slipped him $25 to go away.

One sergeant was paid $250 a 
month to keep quiet, even after 
he had retired, and another ser- 
geant continued to receive $25 
from each handbook in one pre- 
cinct, after he had been trans- 
ferred to another. Gamblers had 


a rough monthly standard of pay| 


per handbook for individual mem- 
bers of the precinct vice squads. 
Patrolmen got $5 to $15 a month, 
depending on the size of the book. 
Sergeants got $25 to $50 a month. 
Lieutenants got $50 to $100 a 
month. Inspectors, in the early 
days of graft, got only $50 to $100 
a month per handbook, but this 
was finally upped to $300.

Grafting policemen kidded other 
policemen who tried to be honest, 
as was the case of a cop whom 
Prosecutor O’Hara called “the 
Little Irishman.” “He wouldn't 
take a quarter,” O’Hara said, “but 
he was razzed and ribbed and 
called ‘Little Red Riding Hood.’ 
So he started taking $5 here and 
$5 there, not because he wanted 
to, but to save face.” 

Holidays were not happy days 
for the unhappy gamblers. They 
had to cough up more than ever 
then. On Christmas thef were 
presented with lists of police offi- 
cers who expected presents—nice 
presents, too. Even patrolmen ex- 


pected gift certificates for new 
hats, Bookies gave away clothing 


on Easter and shotguns and shells 
on Thanksgiving. “The inspector 
wants two turkeys,” the gamblers 
were often told. Or, “The inspec- 
tor is out of cigars,” or, “The in- 
spector would like some whisky.” 
Before grafting ended in Detroit, 
police officials were rapidly be- 
coming epicures and connoisseurs 
in the matter of food and drink. 
An inspector would turn- up his 
nose at anything less than turkey 
or wild duck or Haig & Haig.

The Political Structure of the Soviet Union 
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This map of the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics shows the 16 Union Re- 
publics which make up that union. Under changes recently decreed by the 
Supreme Soviet of the U. S. S. R., these Republics were empowered to deal 
directly with other countries and raise their own army units. It is the opinion 
of the Supreme Soviet that by giving each republic more authority, and there- 
fore more responsibility, the peoples of the various republics will be moved to 
still greater national effort. This new diplomatic authority may 9° a 1: way 
toward making possible amicable settlements of border problems. For in- 


stance, the border disagreement between the U. S. S. R. and Poland now may 

be settled between Poland and the Ukranian Soviet Socialis Republic and 

the White Russian S.S.R. Inside the Soviet Union are 49 officially recognized 

nationalities and some 200 national groups. Five of the 16 union republics 

are of wartime origin. They are the Karelo-Finnish, Moldavian, Latvian, 
Lithuanian and Esthonian Soviet Socialist Republics. 


Union Republics Form the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics

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The Union of Soviet Socialist Republics is not a nation like the United States. 
It is. a combination of nations. Largest of them is the Russian Soviet Feder- 
ated Socialist Republic (sometimes called Great Russia) which has approxi- 
mately 70 per cent of the Soviet’s 192,695,710 population and an area of 6,368,- 
768 square miles—three-fourths of the total area of the U.S. S. R. Great 
Russia has many subdivisions—areas, autonomous areas and autonomous 
republics, As shown on the map, they are the Far Eastern, East Siberian, 
Sverdlovsk, Obsk-Irtysh, Chelyabinsk and West Siberian areas, Oirat and 
Khakassk autonomous areas and the following autonomous republics: 
Yakutsk, Komi (Zyryan), Mari, Udmurt, Mordov, Chuvash, Tatar, Dagestan, 
Kalmyk, German Volga, Bashkir, Buryato Mongol and the Leningrad, Moscow, 
Rostov region. They correspond more to states within our United States, even 
though there are different languages, races and regional religious beliefs. 
Unity has been achieved by a policy of equal rights and privileges for all.
